The au- 
thorities said he was subnofmal 
mentally. He recently shaved off 
his beard.

Strike at ‘5 and 10’ oer : 
100 Girls in Possession 


Quit Work at Rush Hour in Detroit — Leader 
Picks Police Squad After Several 


Sneak Out to 


Keep ‘Dates.’ 


By the Associated Press. 

DETROIT, Feb. 27.—More than 
100 girlse—most of them 18 to 20 
years. old—started the first “five 
and ten” sit-down strike here to- 
day, had lunch “on the house” and 
started to worry about their eco- 
nomic and social problems. 


One was their demand for a gen- 
eral 10-cent hourly pay increase, 
but there were others, as they gath- 
ered in groups behind locked store 
doors. 

“Gosh, I’ve got a date with my 

boy friend,” one girl said. ‘He's 
going to think I’m standing him 
up.” 
“Forget it,” her neighbor told 
her, looking at a crowd of curious 
peering in the doors. “I guess half 
the. people in town have heard 
about us already.” 

Veta Terrall, 24-year-old . strike 
committee chairman, took cogniz- 
ance of the problem, after half a 
dozen strikers deserted with the 
connivance of stock room boys who 
used service keys to open a base- 
ment door through which the girls 
left to keep their “dates.” 

Miss Terrall immediately as- 
signed three girls to prevent fur- 
ther desertions. 

The. girls then decided to spend 
the night in the store. 

Strike Called in Crowded Store. 

The store, a unit of the F. W. 
Woolworth Co., chain, was crowded 
with shoppers at 11 a. m. when 
F. A. Loew, organizer for the wait- 
ers and waitresses’ association, an 
American Federation of Labor 


union, walked down the center 
“Strike, girls—strike,” he called. 


to “do everything 
possible” for the girls on Monday if 
they would return to work. They 
greeted this with a chorus of “No!” 

Louis Koenig, union business 
agent, presented to A. J. Dahlquist, 
district Woolworth superintendent, 
the strikers’ demands for a 10-cent 
hourly wage increase, elimination 
of overtime, with a 48-hour work 
week for girl employes and a 54 
hour week for men in the bakery 
and kitchen. 

Lunch on the House. 

At 1 p. m., the manager appeared 
to make an announcement. 

“Go downstairs and have lunch,” 
he’ told the girls. “It’s on the 
house,” 

Dahiquist communicated the 
union demands to the company’s 
regional headquarters at Cleveland. 
Strike leaders said the girls would 
not leave until a settlement is 
reached. 

The manager said a wage in- 
crease of $1 weekly for all em- 
ployes on full time was effective 
today, providing a $14 minimum for 
counter girls. The girls said half 
the employes were working less 
than full time, with many earning 
$10.44 weekly. — 

During the afternoon there were 
Songs at the music counter, and 
long lines of girls waited their 
chance at three pay-station tele- 
phones to tell families and friends 
to “expect me when you see me.”

Mack an- 
nounced prior to his client’s surren- 
der that Keech had no knowledge 
of the origin of the fire. 
"District Attorney Henry Hirsch- 
berg announced after Keech had 
entered his plea that the case would 
be moved to County Court, and that 
the date for the trial would prob- 
ably be set within 15 days. 

Keech was indicted following the 
arrest in North Carolina of Charles 
F. Smith, formerly his chauffeur, 
who is held in jail here under an 
indictment charging second degree 
arson.

BERLIN,. Feb 27.—The Govern- 
ment called on German churches 
tonight to share part of their lands 
with the landless and spoke of the 
“necessity of compulsory measures” 
if they failed to do so voluntarily. 

Hans Kerrl, minister for church 
affairs, appealed to *° e Evangelical 
churches and German bishops to 
co-operate wholeheartedly in the 
Government's task of finding land 
fo. small settlers. 

The order came after the propa- 
ganda mini:try announced delegates 
to the general synod of the Protes- 
tant church would be elected April 
4 in conformance with Reichsfueh- 
rer Hitler’s order putting control 
of Protestant church affairs back 
in the hands of church members. 

For the churches to act with 
the same enthusiasm with which 
th. Government has given land to 
settlers, Kerrl said, would be in 
keeping with their mission. A citi- 
zen’s “spiritual welfare” unques- 
tionably would be furthered if he 
were helped to find a home, he 
said. 

Churches ‘Have 2,470,000 Acres. 

Religious o ‘ons .own, ap- 
proximately 2,470,000 acres of Ger- 

s agricultural anc forest 
lands. Monasteries, convents and 
Protestant churches are among 
the principal owners. 

Nazi party headquarters a few 
months ago issued statistics show- 
ing that 27 per cent of all German 
land is in the hands of the churches 
and a few large landholders, and 
the remaining 73 per cent is di- 
vided among 3,900,000 farmers and 
settlers. 

The announcement of the General 
Synod election brought no imme- 
diate comment from three import- 
ant church groups; the Confessional 
Synod, the Lutheran State church of 
Bavaria, Wurttemberg and Hanover 
and the non-Nazi Church commit- 
tees, which had threatened to boy- 
cott the election. 

Those groups had demanded, 
among other things, that the elec- 
tion be indirect, but the propaganda 
ministry’s statement said the church 
members themselves would direct- 
ly choose the synod delegates, prob- 
ably 60 in number. 

The three opposing bodies had in- 
sisted the voters merely select par- 
ish elders, who would name dele- 
gates to district synods. The dele- 
gates would choose members of 
state synods and they would select 
the general synod’s personnel. 

Hitler Says Committee Failed. 

Hitler ordered the election Feb. 
15 on the ground the officially-ap- 
pointed church committee had “not 
succeeded in bringing about unity 
in the German Evangelical Church.” 

Coincident with the propaganda

WASHINGTON, Feb. 27. — Sup- 
porters :.nd opponents of the Roose- 
velt proposal for reorganizing the 
judiciary gained a Senate recruit 
apiece today. 

Senator Smathers (Dem.), New 
Jersey, declared for the White 
House program, asserting that “all 
the people of the nation will be best 
served by adding new and younger 
members to the Supreme Court, 
men with liberal and progressive 
approach to the nation’s social and 
economic problems.” 

Senator Donahey (Dem.), Ohio, 
aligned himself with the opposition 
and said: “This entire controversy 
vitally affects the judiciary, a co- 
ordinate branch of the Government, 
and should be referred to the peo- 
ple—the source of all political 

er.” 

The decisions of Smathers to 
back and Donahey to oppose the 
President's bill, brought the num- 
ber of declared supporters of the 
measure in the Senate to 26 and 
the avowed opponents to about 30. 
However, thé tion is claiming} 
a minimum of 42 votes today. 


Meanwhile the Supreme Oourt 
retirement act, which has been be- 
fore Congress two sessions, awaited 
President Rooseveit’s certain sig- 
nature. (This bill provides that Su- 
preme Court Justices may retire 
with full pay after reaching 70 
years of age. President Roosevelt’s 
proposal, yet to be acted on, pro- 
vides that for every judge past 70 
who fails to retire a new judge shall 
be appointed.) 

Senator Pope (Dem.), Idaho, in 
a radio speech tonight urged the 
enactment of the Roosevelt legis- 
lation, asserting that a major por- 
tion of a legislative program ap- 
proved by the people in the last 
election is “at the mercy of the re- 
actionary judges packed into the 
court by former Presidents.” 

Decision Day Tomorrow. 

The court itself, meanwhile, pre- 
pared for its first decision day in 
two weeks, next Monday. The 
Tribunal has had under considera- 
tion three rulings which might 
have a direct bearing on the con- 
troversy and President Roosevelt’s | 
appeal for “enlightened interpreta- 
tion” of the Constitution. 

Two of the cages involve the con- 
stitutionality of the Wagner Labor 
Relations Act and of a Washington 
State law imposing minimum wage 
standards. In addition, the court 
had yet to grant or refuse a re- 
hearing on the New York Unem- 
ployment Insurance law, on which 
it split four-to-four early in the 
present session.

Admits Shooting 82-Year-Old 
German He Encountered 
on Street.

BERLIN, Feb. 27.--German police 
held John Joseph Hughes, 26-year- 
old New Yorker, in custody tonight 
on accusation of shooting to death 
Oskar Hoffmann, a German. 
“Authorities disclosed the shooting 
took place on a street last night, 
bat. said--they- were unable to ad- 
vance a motive for the attack on 
Hoffmann, an 82-year-old retited 


business man. 

Ernest Dahlmann, well-known 

German criminal lawyer retained as 
defense counsel by United States 
consular officials, declared an exam- 
ination of Hughes’ mental. condition 
might be made before further legal 
steps were taken. He said charges 
against Hughes, if they are made, 
would “presumably be manslaugh- 
ter.” 
Hughes, registered at the Esplan- 
ade Hotel as an insurance broker, 
told police that Hoffmann gave him 
“the impression” he was about to 
attack him. 

Hughes drew a pistol and fired 
three shots, police said Hughes ad- 
mitted. The first shot, which struck 
Hoffmann in the mouth, was fatal. 

Passersby summoned police, who 
took Hughes into custody at a near 
by house. 

“Whatever may have been Hughes’ 
motive,” declared Raymond H. 
Geist, United States Consul who 
visited the prisoner, “we are con- 
vinced there is no politica: or raciai 
angle to it.” | 

Hoffmann was an Aryan but was 
not a member of the Nazi party. 

The victim's daughter, Frau En- 
gel, declared Hoffmann was blind 
in one eye and had only partial 
sight from the other, which caused 
him to walk peculiarly and might 
have led him to bump into Hughes. 
She said her father left home only 
ohe evening a week to play cards 
with cronies, 

Hughes had been living in Ger- 
many three months, authorities said, 
and had attracted the attention of 
hotel employes recently when he 
asked to use a hotel room for target 
practice. His request was refused 
and members of the hotel staff said 
he frequently asked incoherent 
questions and acted peculiarly.

neutrality proposals will come up 
for debate Monday when the Sen- 
ate starts consideration of the Piit- 
man bill which has received a fa- 
vorable report from the Senate For- 
eign Relations Committee. A sim- 
ilar bill, but giving more discretion- 
ary power to the President, has been 
favorably reported by the House 
Foreign Affairs Committee and it 
may be considered later in the week. 
Its sponsor is McReynolds of Ten- 
nessee, chairman of the House com- 
mittee. 

Both resolutions undertake to re- 
write and strengthen the neutrality 
law of August, 1935, which expires 
May 1. 

Changes in Pending Bills. 

The principal changes proposed in 
the new drafts are as follows: 

The President of the United 
States is authorized to enumerate 
materials in addition to arms, 
ammunition and implements of 
war, on the shipment of which to 
belligerent countries restrictions 
may be placed. Such articles 
would include copper, steel, iron 
and possibly foodstuffs. 

The existing embargo on arms 
and munitions of war for interna- 
tional combatants is extended to 
cases of civil strife in foreign 
countries, when such armed con- 
flict, in the judgment of the Pres- 
ident, is of such magnitude, or is 
conducted under such conditions, 
‘that the export of arms to either 
“faction would endanger the peace 
of the United States. 

It shall be unlawful, under pen- 
alty of a fine of not more than 
$10,000 or imprisonment for not 
more than five years, or both, for 
citizens of the United States to 
travel on any vessel or aircraft 
of a belligerent nation. The law 
now in force merely proclaims 
that citizens traveling on such 
vessels do so at their own risk. 

Bar on Trans-Shipment. 

In the case both of international 
conflict and of foreign civil war, 
it is made unlawful for United 
States citizens to dispatch any 
article or materials whatsoever to 
any combatant, or to any neutral 
port for trans-shipment to such 
combatants, unless “all right, 
title and interest therein shall 
have been transferred to some 
foreign Government, agency, in- 
stitution, association, partnership, 
corporation or national.” 

Americans who fail to observe 
the conditions of the provision 
just cited automatically forfeit all 
property rights in such shipments. 
The United States Government 
will refuse to put forward any 
claim rising from the losk of such 
articles and materials, or based 
on insurance policies issued on 
them. 

The license fee of manufactur- 
ers of munitions doing an annual 
business of less than $50,000 is re- 
duced from $500 to $100 for a five- 
year term. 

The authority of the President 
to restrict the entrance and de- 
parture of belligerent submarines 
in. American territorial waters is 
extended to include armed mer- 
chant vessels. 

All American vessels engaged in 
commerce wtih a belligerent 
country or with a country at 
civil war are forbidden to 
arm themselves, beyond such 
small arms and ammunition as 
the officers may require for 
maintaining discipline.

Under the new form of both the 
Senate and House proposals, abso- 
lute power is conferred on the Pres- 
ident not only to define but to gov- 
ern the restriction of articles and 
materials outside materials of war. 
The language of the provision, vir- 
tually identical in both drafts, is as 
follows: 


“Whenever the President shall 
have issued a proclamation or proc- 
lamations as provided in Section 1 
ef.this act and he shall thereafter 
find that the placing of restrictions 
on the shipment of certain articles 
or materials in addition to arms, 
ammunition and implements of war 
from the United States to said bel- 
ligerents named in the proclama- 
tion issued under said Section 1, or 
to a country in which civil strife 
has been proclaimed to exist, is 
deemed necessary to promote the 
security or preserve the peace or 
neutrality of the United States or 
to protect the lives and commerce 
of nationals of the United States, 
he shall so proclaim, and it shall 
thereafter be unlawful for any 
American vessel or aircraft to carry 
such articles or materials to any 
belligerent country, or any country 
wherein civil strife exists, named 
in such proclamation or proclama- 
tions issued under Section 1 of this 
act, or to any other country for 
trans-shipment to, or for the use 
of, such belligerent countries or 
within such country, where civil 
strife exists. 

“The President shall by prociama- 
tion from time to time definitely 
enumerate said articles and mate- 
rials which it shall be unlawful for 
American vessels or aircraft. to 
transport.” 

Safeguard in House Measure. 


It is obvious that a President with 
such powers would be able, if so 
minded, to go far toward determin- 
ing the defeat of one or another 
combatant, by withholding from it 
vital supplies of metals, cotton or 
foodstuffs. Therefore the House 
resolution adds a safeguard not con- 
tained in the Senate bill, as follows: 
“Any proclamation issued by the 
President under this section shall 
apply to all belligerents.” 


The constitutionality of one pro- 
vision of the law now in force has 
not yet been decided. “In the case 
of the forfeiture of any arms, am- 
munition or implements of war by 
reason of a violation of this act, no 
public or private sale shall be re- 
quired; but such arms, ammunition 
or implements of war shall be de- 
livered to the Secretary of War for 
such use or disposal thereof as shall 
be approved by the President of the 
United States.” In the view of some 


confiscation of property in violation 
of the fifth amendment to the Con- 
stitution, which holds “ ... nor 
shall private property be taken for 
public use, without just compénsa- 
tion.” 

New Controversial Section. 


Not only is the debatable section 
retained in both the Pittman and 
McReynolds bills, but a new pro- 
vision quite as controversial has 
been added to each draft.

“I think that is it,” replied Chair- 
man Pittman. The Senator from 
Nevada went on to explain that the 
act does not prohibit the writing of 
insurance, or attempt to declare any 
insurance unlawful and void. 


It does provide, however, that the 
United States Government will re- 
fuse to recognize such policies as 
an American interest, and will de- 
cline to make them the basis of any 
claim for reparation made against 
the government. 


Likely Procedure on Bills. 


It is expected that the Senate will 
take prompt action on the Pittman 
bill, but that the House will prob- 
ably defer its measure until the 
Senate has voted, and seek to iron 
out the differences in conference. 
The Pittman measure renders man- 
datory on the President certain 
procedures which in the House bill 
are left to his discretion. The Pitt- 
man resolution, for instance, would 
make it immediately and automati- 
cally unlawful, as soon as the Pres- 
ident proclaims a state of war or 
civil strife, for American citizens to 
travel on ships of belligerent regis- 
try. Under the McReynolds bill, 
the President would be permitted to 
make a second finding that such 
travel: would endanger the peace or 
security of the United States, or the 
lives and commerce of its nationals. 


The House bill is nearer the wish 
of the State. Department and the 
administration. But Judge R. Wal- 
ton Moore, assistant Secretary of 
State, is quoted in Chairman Pitt- 
man’s report as saying: “Being a 
practical man and understanding 
that in -all human probability Con- 
gress is going to retain the manda- 
tory feature, I say that the Pittman 
joint resolution would, as I under- 
stand it, be fairly satisfactory.” 


A Revolution of Policy. 


This neutrality legislation, both 
that already in effect and that pro- 
posed, embodies a profound revolu- 
tion of policy. Its underlying phil- 
osophy is not that of turning the 
other cheek, but of removing every 
temptation; moral and material, for 
placing that cheek within reach of 
any possible smack. American citi- 
zens will be forbidden to travel on 
belligerent ships. No American- 
owned commodities, destined for 
combatant ports or to neutral coun- 
tries for transshipment to belliger- 
ent states, will be permitted to sail 
the seas. American merchant ves- 
sels will be unarmed. No loans or 
credits may be extended to bellig- 
erent countries; and they are for- 
bidden to sell bonds or securities 
in this country. 


Foreign countries will be able to 
obtain munitions in ‘the ‘United 
States only if they pay on delivery, 
and tranesport the supplies in non- 
American bottoms. This is known 
as the “cash and carry” feature. It 
is available, obviously, only to coun- 
tries with cash assets in the United 
States and with command of the 
high seas. , Under the present con- 
ditions, the resources of American 
manufacture and agriculture would 
be available, in case of a world war, 
only to Great Britain and her al- 
lies. Should England be defeated 
at sea, the privilege would pass at 
once, say, to the Fascist powers.

Government troops in the Morata 
de Tajuna sector, southeast of Ma- 
drid, forced insurgents to retreat 
more than 500 yards toward the 
Jarama River and away from the 
Madrid - Valencia highway. The 
troops opened their attack at dawn. 
After hours of fighting, tanks suc- 
ceeded in breaking through to the in- 
surgent trenches and forcing a re- 
treat. Gen. Jose Miaja, from be- 
hind the Government trenches, ad- 
dresses the insurgents through loud- 
speakers, urging them to join his 
forces against “foreign invaders.” 
His voice carried well despite the 
firing with which the insurgents’ 
greeted the address. 


Reports from the South said Gov- 
ernment troops were. pressing an 
advance on Orgiva, east of the 
Granada-Motril highway. 

Four soldiers have been execut- 
ed following their conviction by a 
People’s Court of taking the law 
into their own hands and commit- 
ting diverse crimes in the town of 
Alia, Caceras province. 


The Madrid Defense Junta has 
ordered evacuation of all persons 
over 45 detained for political or 
other offenses and subsequently 
freed. Those under 45 will be as 
signed to some useful work, the 
Junta announced. 

Another order has placed under 
control of the army all sections of 
Madrid considered part of the war 
zone. The rest of the city is left 
under police supervision. 

For United, Decisive Action. 

Gen. Miaja, newly named to su- 
preme comand of all the Cen- 
tral Spanish Government troops, 
has agreed with Valencia and Bar- 
celona leaders that decisive and 
united action is needed to combat 
the insurgent armies, especially 
with the imminence of a Europe 
wide plan to. block off Spain from 
outside help.

“I stated four years ago that I 
was deeply interested in the relief 
situation.in St. Louis. None of that 
interest has ever waned nor will it 
ever wane so long as there are cit- 
izens of St. Louis in need of the 
necessities of life, which they are 
unable to obtain through lack of 
employment:

without fear of successful contra- 
diction that they have been im- 
posed for the benefit of the indus- 
tries themselves and in order to 
stimulate in the minds of the citi- 
zens a greater confidence in and de- 
sire for the commodities and things 
those industries offer.

“Prior to my assuming the office 
of Mayor, there were gross inequali- 
ties existing in the assessment of 
real] estate fof taxation in the city 
of St. Louis, withthe: result that 
many owners were paying taxes on 
assessed value much iess than the 
actual Value of their properties and 
some on,an assessed value much 
greater, arid I expressed myself as 
being in favor of a revaluation of 
all of our real estate. My deter- 
mination in that regard has bcon 
given very substantial realization 
by the recent completion of ‘a scien-

MISTRIAL; ONE JUROR 
AuREED “10 GET OUT 


He Makes Explanation When 
Jury Is Polled in East Side 
Murder Case. 


A mistrial was declared by City 
Judge William. F. Borders of East 
St. Louis yesterday when a juror, 
who signed a verdict of guilty in 
a Negro murder case, told the Court 
he had held out ior 16 hours for 
acquittal and only signed the ver- 
dict “to get out of here.” 

The juror, Joseph F. Donovan, 
2121 Lynch avenue, made his state- 
ment when the jury was polled at 
the request of Ray Hendricks, at- 
torney for Rayfield Jackson, the de- 
fendant. The verdict carried a sen- 
tence of 14 years’ imprisonment, the 
minimum punishment. ; 

Judge Borders, who on Friday, 
denounced Hendricks for seeking a 
change of venue for his client, re- 
marked on the necessity of curb- 
ing crime, but told Juror Donovan 
that it was his privilege and duty 
to vote for acquittal if, as he 
stated to the Court, he believed the 
killing was in self defense. The 
Court then announced a mistrial. 

Members of the jury, who began 
their deliberations after returning 
from supper Friday night, debated 
all night in the jury room, and com- 
plained that the heat was turned 
off during the night and that they 
were not taken to breakfast. Judge 
Borders explained that the appar- 
ent neglect of the jurors’ comfort 
resulted from their repeated an- 
nouncements that.a verdict was im- 
minent. The verdict was returned 
at 1 o’clock yesterday afternoon.

LONDON, Feb. 27.—International 
diplomats called for two key men 
tonight to direct a cordon of for- 
eign warships and military observ- 
ers around warring Spain. Their 


jobs would be to hold the civil war 
inside the country and keep both 


men and munitions from crossing 
the frontiers from the outside. One 
would supervise the sea patrol, the 
other the land guards along the 
French and Portuguese boundaries. 

The danger of the conflict spread- 


ing into other parts of Europe has 
been lessened, it is thought, by a 
27-power agreement in the Interna- 
tional Non-intervention Committee 
to bar foreign volunteers in Spain— 
effective a week ago—and begin a 
supervised control plan by next Sat- 
urday midnight. 

Actually, so many details of the 
plan remained to be completed that 
it appeared most unlikely the ma- 
chinery for barricading Spain’s bor- 
ders and seaports would start op- 
erating as scheduled. 

Several Men Suggested. 

Sir Robert Hodgson, British dip- 
lomat who has served in Russia, 
France and Albania, was at 
first considered for the job of di- 
recting the entire pian from Lon- 
don. Later information disccunted 
the idea he would be selected. Both 
France and Germany want a Hol- 
lander to supervise the committee’s 
land agents on the French-Spanish 
frontier.

PRIVY COUNCIL RULING 


Government to Frame Policy 
After Parliament Discusses 
Invalid Laws, 


By the Associated Press. 

OTTAWA, Feb. 27.—Canada, 
é¢hecked in: its national 
toward social-economic reform, 
sought today to enact some of them 
through provincial legislation. 

The Privy Council in London sent 
into the discard most of the broad- 


est social and economic program 
ever attempted by the Dominion, 
holding the Iaws invalid in a ruling 
which closely parallels the “States’ 
rights” issue in the United States. 

This high court of appeal declared 
unconstitutiona} the legislation for 
unemployment insurance, minimum 
wages, limitation of working hours 
and regulation of marketing. 

The Counci! held the Dominion 
Government had no right to adopt 
such laws—that such power was 
reserved to the Provinces. 

The Dominion Government now 
is asking co-operation from the 


Provincial Legislatures to make the 


legislation effective in the individ- 
ual Provinces. Some provincial 
leaders are receptive.

It 
upheld measures to regulate trade 
practices and to assist indebted 
farmers, but scrapped the rest as 
being beyond the Federal Govern- 
ment’s authority. 

The Constitution empowered the 
Dominion. Parliament to.make and 
carry out provisions of ‘treaties. 
Three of- fhe measures. referred. to. 
the Supreme Court and the Privy 
Council—for ‘regulation of hours of 
work, minimum wages and days of 
rest—were inchided in labor con- 
ventions which arose out of the 
post-war treaty of Versailles, which 
Canada ratified. 

Those were among the laws in- 
validated by the Privy Council.

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BAR ON TEACHERS 
UNION CONDEMNED 
~ BY FDUEATORS 


A resolution condemning the reg- 
ulation of the St. Louis Board of 
Education prohibiting the employ- 
ment of teachers who are members 
of any organization affiliated with 
organized labor and calling for an 
investigation of the circumstances 
preventing its repeal, was adopted 
at the concluding session of the 
annual conference of the 
sive Education Association yester- 
day at Hotel Jefferson. 

“It is the tradition of academic 
freedom that American teachers be 
accorded the same rights as other 
citizens, including the right to join 
organizations of their own choos- 
ing,” the resolution stated. It was 
introduced by Russell Babcock of 
the Winnetka( Ill.) public schools. 

poses Davis’ Removal. 

Action on the resolution was tak- 
en at a general session at which 
subjects under discussion included 
educational freedom, teachers’ or- 
ganizations, loyalty oaths, social 
planning and race and religious 
prejudices. - 

Other resolutions adopted in- 
dorsed the child labor amendment, 
the efforts of President Roosevelt 
in the Department of Social Wel- 
fare to protect the interests of con- 
sumers and legislation to provide 
Federal aid for education without 
discrimination against “minor 
races.” Legislation “to take the 
profit out of war” also was advo- 
cated. 

Babcock’s resolution also added 
the association to the organizations, 
including the American Federation 
of Teachers and the American So- 
ciological Society, which have ex- 
pressed themselves against the dis- 
missal of Jerome Davis associate 
professor of practical philanthropy 
at Yale Divinity School. The fail- 
ure to reapoint Dr. Davis must, the 
resolution stated, “in the light of 
all known circumstances, be re- 
garded as a violation of academic 
freedom.” 

Dr. Davis. was notified he would 
not be retained next year after the 
publication of his book, “Capitalism 
and Its Culture.” He charged it 
was. because of the expression of 
his economic opinions. 


Baker on Teachers’ Union. 


President Frank Baker of Mil- 
waukee State Teachers’ College, 
who obtained special permission of 
the American Federation of Teach- 
ers to join their union, affiliated 
with the American Federation of 
Labor, although he is an adminis- 
trator, asserted that teachers must 
“organize in accord with their func- 
tion to perpetuate . democracy 
through the promotion of the com- 
mon welfare.” 

Almost every teachers’ organiza- 
tion in America, he charged, has 
fallen into the hands of a small 
group, usually administrative. The 
one exception, he said, was the 
American Federation of Teachers, 
organized around locals which have 


.| regular meetings and give the rank 


and file of the membership some- 
thing to do instead of merely hav- 
ing annual conventions. 

“To my mind,” he said, “any 
board of education or any adminis- 
trator that uses the threat of in- 
security to deny teachers the right 
to join the American Federation of 
Teachers, is depriving the teachers 
of a right clearly guaranteed, them 
under the first and fifth amend- 
ments to the Constitution. 

“The teachers have as good 
right to join the Federation of 
Teachers as the administrator or 
the members of the board have to 
join the Association of Commerce. 

Purpose of Education. 

“IT believe the fundamental pur- 
pose of American education is the 
promotion of the common welfare 
and the avenue for achievement of 
that is to be found in raising the 
standard of living of the mass of 
the American people—the workers 
and producers. I wished to bé‘iden- 
tified with the greatest force in the 
raising of the standard—organized 
labor.”

“The other concept is that of 
genuine democracy. This does not 
mean electing representatives or 
counting noses. Democracy means 
the participation of everyone in ac- 
cordance with his ability in the for- 
mation of policies which concern 
him. It means. no domination, no 
exploitation, no under-cover manip- 
ulation. It is probable that the 
achievement of democracy in edu- 
cation depends upon teacher organi- 
zations, parent organizations and 
pupil organizations able to demand 
and not merely to request demo- 
cratic organization.” 

The association’s Commission on 
Educational Freedom, Watson said, 
should attempt to include teachers 
under the’ Social Security Act and 
explore the possibility of “increasing 
the present seriously inadequate so- 
cial security benefits.” Campaigns 
for State legislation and for volun- 
tary co-operatives were urgéd if 
benefits of the Federal plan cannot 
be extended to teachers. State ten- 
ure laws, giving teachers in’ ele- 
mentary and secondary schools the 
security of tenure which most col- 
lege professors take for granted, 
also were advocated. 

Loyalty Oaths Condemned. 

Legislation requiring . loyalty 
oaths of teachers was condemned 
by Dean Grayson N. Kefauver of 
the Stanford University School of 
Education. 

“The recent. legislation growing 
out of the stress of the depression 
does not indicate a lack ef desira- 
ble loyalty of teachers to American 
ideals,” he said. “Instead, it is 
clearly an attempt -to intimidate 
teachers to bring pressure on them 
to avoid study of the social field 
and to break public confidence in 
the teaching profession. 

“Strenuous resistance to this dis- 
criminating legislation is fully jus- 
tified. However, it is difficult to 
avoid misinterpretation of this re- 
sistance. Critics of schools loudly 
proclaim the resistance is evidence 
of undemocratic attitude. Conse- 
quently, teachers should adopt a pos- 
itive program of interpretation .of 
the meaning of American democ- 
racy. By this method it will be 
possible to show the un-American 
nature of efforts to block effective 
teaching through requirement of 
loyalty oaths.”

All but 
72 of its 342 sit-down strikers in- 
dicted on trespass conspiracy 
charges were released from jail 
without bond. The 72 were required 
to give: bail. 

President John K. Northrop also 
announced reopening Monday of 
the Northrop plant, Douglass sub- 
sidiary, where a sit-down strike was 
abandoned yesterday under threats 
of more indictments and North- 
rop’s promises to negotiate. 

A spokesman for the United Au- 
tomobile Workers of America, air- 
craft division, said picketing at the 
Douglas plant probably would -con- 
tinue Monday. 

Douglas said in his announcement 
that the decision to reopen the fac- 
tory was “in response to a petition 
signed by hundreds of employes.” 
Gov. Frank F. Merriam praised the 
action of Los Angeles county au- 
‘thorities in handling the sit-down 
strikes at the two factories. 

“The defiance of Government and 
violation of the law cannot be toler- 
ated or condoned in any commun- 
ity,” he said. .

LONDON, Feb. 27.—No city on 
earth has had so many laudatory 
books writen about it or enjoyed 
such a good “press” as London. 
Literally hundreds of books have 
been devoted to London’s scenic 
grandeurs, its eminent citizens, its 
literary associations, its river, its 
East End, its West. End, its archi- 
tecture and its very alleys. The 
faculty which England, as a whole, 
has displayed for puting its best 
foot forward in its own press has 
extended doubly in London, its 
metropolis and hub of empire. The 
press of other countries, as in indi- 
vidual cases, has tended to take 
England’s capital at its own Val- 
uation. 

But now a book appears which. 
deals with London not as a static, 
physical city but as an organic cen- 
ter of 7,000,000 people. Its statistical 
method is bald, but it gives an in- 
teresting picture of Londoners in 
the mass, how they live and die 
and what fate awaits them from 
the cradle to the grave. The book 
is “Metropolitan Man” and its au- 
thor is Robert Sinclair. 

In one of his few editorial out- 
bursts Sinclair accuses London of 
being “a disgusting mixture of mud- 
dle, pretense, lost opportunities and 
needless misery.” 

Underneurished Children. 

On public health he gives some 
figures to account for the fact that 
in an hour’s walk about the city 
one sees an astounding number of 
bleak-faced, thin and ill-seeming 
people. Fewer than one-sixth of the 
children of London are adequately 
nourished, and in inner London 
alone 22,000 school children are 
chronically unfit, he charges. A re- 
cent examination of 1638 schoolboys

London is a hotbed of chronic dis- 


pal hospitals costing 
£10,000,000 (normally $50,000,000) a 
year terribly inadequate to 
care of the demand for beds. 
year 2,300,000 new patients are 
mitted to hospitals and, in 
London 4000 die of tuberculosis, 
two-thirds of them under 45. 
_ One in 90 Londoners is a mental 
case. Mental hospitals cost £1,600,- 
000 a year. In the inner county 
there are 29,000 mental patients in 
public care, besides 4000 mentally 
defective school children and 16,000 
other mental defectives. 


It is an interesting sidelight on 
the traffic muddle of London that 
one-sixth of the population are en- 
gaged in transport in one form or 
another, that 20,000 horses still ply 
the streets, between the shafts of 
wagons and that “more of London's 
defectives enter the coal-delivery 
trade (which is principally horse 
drawn) than any other single trade. 
.. » The carter is the most men- 
tally backward of all drivers.” 

Density of Congéstion. 

London’s slums, Sinclair  esti- 
mates from his researches, account 
for 2700 needless deaths every year. 
The average density over a third of 
London is a fraction more conges- 
ed than two persons to a room. 
There are actually 150,000 persons 
living at more than three to a room. 
Only 37 per cent of London’s fam- 
ilies enjoy a flat, a house or what 
is called a “maisonette” to them- 
selves. 

In this respect London is shown 
up even by the “depressed areas,” 
for only Durham in those areas has 
a greater density of living. Though 
80,000 houses have been built in the 
last recorded 12 months, 360,000 
more are needed if London’s surplus 
population—growing at the rate of 
80,000 a year—is to be properly 
housed. 

In another respect London does 
not fare as well as some of the 
grimy north country towns. It is 
even smokier than Leeds, with all 
that connotes to public health. 
Records show that 475 tons of solid 
impurities are collected per square 
mile from the central London. at- 
mosphere in a year. 

Sinclair writes: “The 14,000 home- 
less, the 60,000 dwellers in con- 
demned basements, the 175,000 un- 
employed, the 24,000 mental pa- 
tients, after all, are but a few mem- 
bers of the great family of Lon- 
doners. We hardly notice them in 
our daily round.’ But if every bus 
in every street in London were 
filled with drawers of the dole and 
food tickets there would be some 
left over.” 

One out of three persons in the 
great, rich city of London dies in a 
workhouse (poorhouse) or a rate- 
aided hospital, statistics show, 

“Doomed to Suicide.” 

Five people a day in Greater Lon- 
don commit suicide and the rate in 
Inner London is one suicide in 73 
deaths. pre 

From this Sinclair estimates that 
90,000 persons are now walking the 
streets of London who are destined 
to die by their own hands. At ev- 
ery large football match it is safe 
to say that 1000 present will eventu- 
ally take their own lives. 

“The 90,000 Londoners who are 
doomed to that fatal despair,” says 
the author, “are unaccountable fig- 
ures in the happiest age which the 
sane and civilized English have 
reached.” 

Alcohol, Births, Crime. 

An indication of the other es- 
capes from life which may be taken 
is given by the liquor sales of cer- 
tain poor districts. In poverty- 
stricken Bermondsey, for example, 
twice as much is spent annually 
on alcohol as on bread, milk, rent 
and rates. Women are convicted 
of drunkenness to the number of 
4000 a year. 

One in every 20 babies born in 
London is illegitimate, and the rate 
is going up steadily. Legitimate 
births have fallen from 290 to 145 
per 1000 married women of child- 
bearing age. 

A surprising thing to Americans 
who have been brought up to be- 
lieve that the English are not given 
to crime and that when they do 
yield to temptation they are prompt- 
ly caught and punished is the reve- 
lation that three London crimes 
out of four are never cleared up, 
that four-fifths of the property 
stolen is never recovered and that 
there are 65,000 ex-jailbirds in Lon- 
don alone. 

Says one ex-police commissioner: 
“It is not unknown for a skilled 
housebreaker to commit ag many 
as 100 crimes before he falls into 
the hands of the police.” A crim- 
inal called “Flannel Foot” has been 
leading the police a chase for 17 
years and has never been caught. 
He twits them with letters every

IMPOSSIBLE TO REGULATE 
UTILITIES, SAYS CONGRESSMAN 


Pierce of Oregon Tells Power Con- 
ference Public Ownership 
Is Only Solution. 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 27. — Rep- 
resentative Walter M. Pierce of 
Lagrande, Ore., told members of 
the League of Indtstrial Democ- 
racy tonight “the only solution to 
the problem of utilities and great 
natural monopolies lies in public 
ownership.” 

“We must demand public owner- 
ship because of the necessity for 
removing the influence which mo- 
nopolies and great aggregations of 
capital exert on public life,” Pierce, 
former Oregon Governor, declared 
in an address at the league’s power 
conference, He said he thought reg- 
ulation of private utilities “is ut- 
terly impossible.” 

“Private monopoly controls not 
only legislators and sometimes gov- 
ernors and public service commis- 
sions, but often party organiza- 
tions,” he said. “Great natural 
resources of our country have been 
wasted and exploited because we 
had not the vision, wisdom and 
courage to assert ownership.” He 
added, however, he did not think 
public ownership “is a panacea for 
all our Governmental ilis.”

KATZORUG 6. 
TO OPEN STOR 
NWELLSTON 


Acquires 15-Year Lease on 
First Floor and Basement 
of Building at Easton and 
Hodiamont. 


By Berry Moore. 


The Katz Drug Co., which opened 
its first store in St. Louis last fall 
at the southwest corner of Seventh 
and Locust streets, has closed nego- 
tiations for a l5-year lease on the 
entire first floor and basement of 
the Loop Building at the northwest 
corner of Easton and Hodiamont 
avenues, for a Wellston store. 

The building is owned by the 
Pelligreen Reality Co. of which Lee 
Pelligreen is president. Otto J. 
Dickmann, presidént of the Joseph 
F. Dickmann Real Estate Co., nego- 
tiated the ‘lease. 

Annual rentals for the 15-year 
term of the lease, Dickmann said, 
will reach a total exceeding 
$300,000. 

Approximately 14,600 square feet 
of floor space will be occupied by 
the Katz concern in the Wellston 
Building, with 8100 square feet on 
the first floor available for drugs 
and merchandise. The basement, 
comprising 6500 square feet, will 
be occupied as a stock room, as 


'|a source of supply for the store, 


which will be on a scale with the 
downtown store. 

A large outlay has been made for 
remodeling and equipping the new 
store. It will contain 20 complete 
departments, including a fountain 
of modernistic design, and booths 
for 125 persons. It will employ be- 
tween 100 and 125 persons, to be 
recruited in Wellston and in St. 
Louis. 

To Establish Six Stores. 

This is the selcond of six stores 
to be established at strategic points 
in the St. Louis area, it was stated. 
Work of remodeling the building 
is to start immediately. The in- 
terior will be of modernistic design, 
with entrances on both Easton and 
Hodiamont. 

Katz’s expansion program  in- 
cludes the establishment of a major 
warehouse in St. Louis as supply 
source ‘for both local and outside 
stores, which is necessary to move

‘| Bleven Established Firms An- 


nounced Expansions in Janu- 
ary, C. of C. Reports. 


Six new companies were estab- | 
lished in the St. Louis Industrial | 
District during the month of Janu- 
ary and 11 firms announced expan- 
sions, according to the monthly re- 


port released yestetday by the In- 
dustrial Bureau of the St. Louis 
Chamber of Commerce, 

The new industries and expan- 
sions require the services of 142 
additional employes, represent an 
added industrial investment of 
$402,800 and have absorbed 102,900 
square feet of existing floor space. 
The changes also necessitated the 
construction of 34,400 square feet of 
new floor space. 

The principal barometers of St. 
Louis business for January, 1937, 
compared with January, 1936, show 
the following changes: 

Building permits increased 41:54 
per cent; debits to individual ac- 
counts were up 7.06 per cent; bank 
clearings increased 11.18 per cent; 


postoffice receipts were up 1.19 per 


cent; local telephone calls increased 
4.34 per cent; industrial electricity 
supplied by the Union Electric 
Light & Power Co. to 186 identical 
customers increased 36.67 per cent; 
electric power produced for the St. 
Louis area by the Union EHiectric 
Light & Power Co. increased 14.52 
per cent; industrial electricity sup- 
plied by the Laclede Power & Light 
Co. increased 24.65 per cent. 

Water consumption decreased 3.67 
per cent; industrial gas consump- 
tion fell 819 per cent; revenue 
street car and bus passengers de- 
creased 1.22 per cent on the lines of 
the St. Louis Public Service Co. and 
the People’s Motorbus Co. com- 
bined; value of milk production in- 
creased 2.73 per cent; revenue cars 
handled by the Terminal Railroad 
Association decreased 17.84 per 
cent; barge line tonnage decreased 
19.14 per cent. 

Construction contracts awarded 
in St. Louis, according to the F. W. 
Dodge Corporation, totaled $1,187,- 
700, as compared with $597,900 for

Q. I would like to have the kind 
of faucet on my sink that both the 
cold and hot water runs through.

A. Unless your sink is of a very 
antiquated type, you can get a mix- 
ing faucet that will fit. Most sinks 
now have the openings for the hot- 
and cold-water pipes spaced so that 
a standard mixing faucet can be in- 
stalled. If you have an old sink that 
requires a special fitting, possibly 
your plumber can make the neces- 


gary connections.

_ Is it possible to have a light 
put in at the back door of a house? 
ANNA R. 

A. It should be quite a simple 
operation. Call in an electrical con- 
tractor and he can undoubtedly put 
one in with little trouble. If the 
fixture is in the open, be sure it is 


one that will resist the weather.

Q. Can you tell me what makes 
our windows sweat every night? 
As soon as the sun goes down and 
it gets dark the water begins to 
collect on the windows, and by 
morning there are regular puddles 
on the sills. We want to prevent 
this condition in a new home we 
are planning. 

MR. AND MRS. T. S&S. 

A. Without knowing the condi- 
tions, it is hard to say where the 
moisture comes from, but the 
sweating is caused by an excess of 
moisture in the house which con- 
denses when it strikes the cold win- 
dow panes. If there is a humidi- 
fier in the heating system, too 
much moisture is being released. 
Cut down the supply until only a 
little moisture appears on the win- 
dows in the coldest weather. It 
may be necessary to adjust this 
from time to time to take care of 
changing conditions. If there is no 
humidifier, then you must search 
elsewhere for the source of the 
moitsure. If you cannot: find it, 
you can counteract the condition to 
gome extent by airing the house 
well at night. Your architect 
should be able to help you, solve 
this problem.

Q. We like casement windows 
and want to build a Colonial house, 
but people tell us these two do not 
go together. What do you say? 

HOME BUILDERS. 

A. Casements were used in the 
earliest types of so-called Colonial 
houses, but were discarded early 
in our history in favor of the dou- 
ble-hung type, which was used dur- 
ing the Georgian period of the Co- 
lonial. If you want casements, why 
not have an early American house 
designed? It would be advisable, 
if you want to be sure that the 
windows. are consistent with the 
design, to employ a competent 
architect so there will be no mis- 
take.

Q. Is it necessary to bolt the 
frame of the house to the founda- 
tion wall? IGNORANT. 

A. It is advisable, although in 
some parts of the country where 
heavy wind storms are not encoun- 
tered, it is not always customary.

Q. Doeg it keep a cellar dry to 
put drain tile around the founda- 
tion walls? HENRY. 

A. If there is any sewer or other 
place into which the tile line may 
be drained, it will help a lot; other- 
wise it is of little use. Of course, 
the walls and floor must be reason- 
ably tight.

Q. What do you consider the 
most suitable roofing for an En- 
glish type house? THOS. H. 

A. The English use thatch, slate, 
and tile mostly, but as it is difficult 
to get men who know’ how to lay 
thatch and as it is not allowed un- 
der fire laws in many places, the 
choice would be between the other 
two. If slate is used, it should be 
fairly thick and preferably in grad- 
uated sizes. If tile is uged, it 
should be of the flat, shingle type 
and not the Spanish tiles It comes 
in various tones of dark red.

Q. Is it a gooa idea to build a 
brick enclosure in which to set the 
kitchen stove? HOUSEWIFE. 

A. Yes; such a feature is nice 
and is a fire protection, If there is 
a flue available that can ‘be used 
as a vent for the stove, a sheet of 
metal can be carried across the 
face of the top of the enclosure to 
form a hood, and the ‘kitchen can’ 
be ventilated above the range, 
which will allow cooking odors to 
be carried off directly. Of course, 
such a brick enclosure must start 
on a proper foundation like the rest 
of the foundation wal

HE house that is planned for a 
T corer lot has many possibilities 

which the house that is set neat- 
ly among its neighbors does not 
have, Even the small house may 
look imposing and have an air of 
dignity with two exposures and low 


lying wings. Where the lot is deep 
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the architect ysually plans a ram- 
bling effect, and to avoid monotony 
he plans a decorative effect for the 
sides of the house. 

The small house shown here, 
which is an adaptation from. the 
Colonial style which is so popular 
in the east and middle west, has 
been planned with a great deal of 
thought. The entrance is planned 
for the long side of the lot and the 
porch with its wrought iron trel- 
lises and. copper roof add interest 
as well as emphasis to this facade. 
For the low, rambling effect a gar- 
age wing has been added with. en- 
trance at the side, while an un- 
screened porch strikes a good bal- 
ance on the other side. 

The floor plan follows the Cape 
Cod type of square house without 
the dividing hall. A good sized liv- 
ing room faces on two streets, while 
the dining. room, which is at the 
back, looks out over a garden. The 
entrance hall is rather spacious and 
has a winding stairway just oppo- 
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site the front door, On either side 
of the door are a lavatory and coat 
closet with windows. 

This hall, which is both service 
and entrance hall, has a number of 
interesting features. It connects 
directly with the garage, the base- 
ment and the kitchen. In a maid- 
less h old this is an important 
point since it makes access to the 
front door for anyone working in 
the kitchen quite easy. .. 


HE kitchen is a fairly large 
workshop and connects with the 
dining room and breakfast room. 
Built-in cabinets in the passageway 
make a kind of service pantry when 
the entertainment warrants it. 
Three bedrooms and a centrally 
located bath which is shared make 
up the second floor. All bedrooms 
have two exposures and ample 
closet space. The upper stairhall is 
lighted by a window. 
A Colonial type house of this 
kind has many possibilities in con- 
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struction. The architect has sug- 
gested brick painted white, with 
contrasting slate roof of grey green 
and green blinds. This gives the 
neat, clean effect that is so much 
sought after in Colonial houses. For 
the interior, where the Cape Cod 
effect is. desired, knotty pine panel- 
ling stained a honey color may be 
used in the entrance hall and in the 
living room, It is also possible to 
combine wall paper and paneling 
for a very pleasing effect. 

Kitchen and bathroom may be 
tiled, although linoleum for floors 
and wainscoting is coming into fa- 
vor. Woodwork in the upstairs bed- 
rooms should be painted white and 
a figured wall paper is suggested. 

The house and garage contain 
about 28,950 cubic feet and the cost 
is estimated, with air-conditioned, 
gas-fired furnace, at 35 cents per 
cubic foot. The house was planned 
by Julius E. Tarling, member of the 
St. Louis Chapter, American Insti- 
fute of Architects.

Better Fishing Looked For. 


Officials promise the best fishing 
in several years at Bennett Spring 
State Park because of the constant 
improvements made by CCC boys 
and the enlargement of the fish 
hatchery, which has been in contin- 
uous operation for over a quarter 
of a century. — 

Roaring River State Park is the 
popular Missouri fishing stream for 
Oklahoma, Kansas and Arkansas 
fishermen although many from 
Kansas City, Springfield and St. 
Louis areas also make an annual 
pilgrimage to the Barry County 
fishing district. Here is ample fly 
fishing, as well as lakes and 
streams where meat and dough 
balls may be used without fear of 
violating any laws. A State hatch- 
ery and rearing ponds keep this 
area well stocked with Rainbows. 

Montauk Park probably is less 
better known than the two above 
mentioned because the trout are.a 
little wilder and more cagey than 
the average: fisherman cares ‘for. 

Here the water remains at a fair- 
ly even temperature the year 
around. Game fish have difficulty 
living in waters when the tempera- 
ture falls below 40 degrees or rises 
above 68. Montauk waters remain 
between 57 and 60 degrees. Plenty 
of natural protection for the fish 
gives the light tackle fisherman all

Rainbow Our Only. Trout. 


The rainbow trout which was in- 
troduced to Missouri from the trib- 
utaries of the Sacramento River 
over 50 years ago, is the only spe- 
cies of the trout family being propa- 
gated in the State today. The rain- 
bow may be identified by its com- 
paratively short, deep body, short 
head, smaller mouth reaching 
scarcely beyond the eye; distinctly 
but no strongly forked caudal or 
tail fin and most of all by the bril- 
liantly tinted scales down each side. 
It feeds on small fishes, insects, 
their larva, flies and worms. § It 
spawns during the winter, the fe- 
male depositing 500 to 3000 eggs 
each season, each about one-sixth 
inch in diameter and nearly round 
and of a light straw or salmon 
color. In 1921 the State began 
artificial propagation in the Sequiota 
hatchery.

ARLENE Dietrich’s recollec- 
M tions of her early life are fas- 

cinating, and later on I am go- 
ing to reveal them in her own 
words, but I think the most inter- 
esting place to begin her story of 
her life is with her discovery by 
Joseph Von Sternberg. The cir- 
cumstances have never been told 
before. 

She was playing a straight part 
in a Max Reinhardt production in 
Berlin on the night when Von 
Sternberg first saw her. 

The first she knew of it was a 
message telling her to go out to 
the Ufa Studios to discuss a part 
in “The Blue Angel,” which Von 
Sternberg was to direct, with Emil 
Jannings as the star. 

“I was not very much interested 
as I had played small parts and did 
not like myself on the screen,” Mar- 
lene said. - She was curled up, in 
white satin trousers, in her Gros- 
venor Square. apartment, where 
white predominates in the decora- 
tions, as she recalled that interview. 

“I presumed that I was going to 
be given a small part. 

“When Mr. Von Sternberg said to 
me, “You will Play the woman,’ I 
pot Up-at once. ‘Pm terribly sorry,’ 
I said, ‘but I’m not good in films, 
I look horrid. I couldn’t possibly 
play the leading part.’ 

“*But you are going to play the 
part,’ he said. I smiled and went 
home. 

“He telephoned again. ‘Learn a 
vulgar song for your test tomor- 
row,’ he told me. 

“I came without a song. I did 
not bother, you see. I never ex- 
pected to get the job. | 

“Mr. Yon Sternberg insisted I 
must sing something. I have always 
adored American gramophone rec- 
ords, so I said I would sing ‘You're 
the Cream in My Coffee.’ The test 
was taken.” 

It was Lucy Mannheim the pro- 
ducer, Eric Pommer, wanted for the 
role. Lucy was given a test. She 
brought a new song. One line jn 
it was all. Von Sternberg 
about the test. He :- had: the com- 
poser write a number ya that 
line—“Falling in Love jr 

Emil Jannings and everyone else, 
except» Yon Sternberg, wanted to 
give Mannheim the part. Von Stern- 
berg said he would go straight 
back to the United States if Diet- 
rich did not get the rolé. Pommer 
gave in. 

Dietrich made the picture for 
$5000. Today she gets $200,000 a 
picture, and $20,000 a week over- 
time after 12 weeks. In 1935, Para- 
mount ‘paid her close to $400,000. 

It was lucky for her that. her 
stamina has always been marvel- 
ous, for she worked at the theater 
every night, and by day had to 
make both the German and English 
versions. 

Then Schulberg, the production 
head of Paramount, arrived from 
Hollywood, looking for talent,

The Germans get pork under 
20,000 different heads and with 
as many variations as there are 
consonants in the language. Hats 
off to the Chinaman, you remem- 
ber, whose house burnt down with 
a pig in it and roast pork was 
sampled for the first time in his- 
tory. Well, the Germans are his 
most conspicuous gastronomic de- 
scendents and this is how they do 
roast pig today. This is (hold 
your breath for 30 seconds) 
Gefultes Spanferkel im Backofen 
Gebraten—which means, simply 
enough, sucking pig baked brown 
in the oven,

@ THE BUTCHER will prepare 
the suckling pig for the oven by 
acraping and thoroughly cleaning, 
not forgetting the eyes, ears, nose 
and mouth. He has to ‘force thé 
mouth open and insert a piece of 
wood to keep it open while roasting. 

If you like to try it follow these 
instructions: 

Wash in cold water and dry thor- 
oughly. Then fill him with stuffing. 
A simple savory bread crumb stuf- 
fing will do, or rice and sausage is 
a good idea, or mashed potatoes with 
ea bit of raw onion and finely 
chopped parsley. Stuff the little 
pig and sew him together (just as 
if you were sewing up the Thanks- 
giving turkey). Then place the 
suckling in a roasting pan with the 
forefeet out straight and the hind 
legs folded under, tying or using 
a skewer to keep them in position. 
Rub pig with soft butter or sausage 
fat, sprinkle with salt and dust with 
flour. Start to cook in a moderate 
oven, basting every 15 minutes until 
pig is cooked and skin is crisp and 
brown, which will take from three 
to three and one-half hours of roast- 
ing. When he’s finished, put him 
on a hot platter, take the wood out 
of his mouth and put in instead a 
nice red apple or lemon. Put two 
bright red cranberries in his eyes 
and garnish the platter with pars- 
ley or watercress. If you like put a 
gariand of paper around his neck 
(the butcher will make this for 
you). Serve with a tart apple 
sauce.

Here’s a particularly good stuff- 
ing: Combine four to six cups of 
stale bread crumbs, two cups of 
cooked, chopped prunes, two cups 
of chopped greenings, one tea- 
spoon of salt, one-quarter teaspoon 
of cinnamon and enough water 
to make the stuffing moist but 
not wet.

LAIN linoleums in ajl colors 
P of the spectrum have become 

popular for floor coverings, 
and combinations in two colors, 
or patterns with a center motif, 
border or banding are used in 
the modern homes. The care of 
plain or patterned linoleum is 
important but simple, given the 
proper equipment and wax. 

A quality-grade linoleum should 
last a long time, but the new- 
looking finish can be preserved 
a longer time if it is cared for 
daily. When the linoleum is 
new, scruh with mild soap and 
very little water until it is 
clean, for strong soaps and alki- 
lis are destructive to the linseed

| OF Pneumonia

ing This: Disease.” | 
Logan Clendening, M. D. 
READER asks me to describe 
pneumonia so that the layman 
can have an intelligent idea of 
its nature: There are two or three 
different kinds of pneumonia, ail 
caused by some kind of germ which 
lights on the tissue of the lung and 
causes an inflammatory exudate to 
form. 7 
Broncho-pneumonia probably fol- 
lows an infection in the bronchial 
tubes out into a number of small 
lung endings all over’ both lungs. 
Lobar pneumonia, on the contrary, 
is a mass infection of all the air 
cells in one lobe of the lung. What 
is generally called double: pneumo- 


nia is involvement of more than 
one lobe, 

There are no fewer than 10 dif- 
ferent kinds of germs capable of 
producing pneumonia. Lohar 
pneumonia is usually caused by 
some form of the pneumococcus.

Broncho-pneumonia follows such 
infectious diseases as measles, and 
may be caused by the same germ 
which causes influenza or the same 
germ that causes streptococcic sore 
throat. 

Pneumonia usually comes on 
suddenly with a chill, pain in the 
side of the chest, fever, followed 
shortly by the coughing of rusty 
sputum which looks as if it con- 
been 
called “brick dust sputum.” This 
appearance is due to the. red blood 
cells coming up into the sputum 
from the exudate. There is no 
other disease except malaria which 
tes frequently ushered in with a 
c 
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| 
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IN UNCERTAIN weather, any of 
these symptoms, but especially the 
onset of a chill, should indicate 
immediate bed rest and the serv- 
ices of your family physician. In 
treatment, this rest is all-import- 
ant. Fresh air, sensibly applied, 
is the next most important consid- 
eration. I say “sensibly applied,” 
because frequently in severe 
weather the physician finds the 
pneumonia patient in bed with all 
the windows open, with so much 
air that he frequently is more 
shocked than benefited. However, 
it is a great advance to have air 
over the old days when a patient 
was shut up in a stuffy room, the 
oxygen of which was used by a 
stove or fireplace. . 

Doctor Northrup in New York, 
who started the open air treatment 
of pneumonia, used to say, “Why 
make the patient take five breaths 
when three will do the work?” 

Pneumonia is a short, self-limit- 
ed disease, and neither drugs nor 
diet are of paramount importance. 

In serum, it has been found that 
Types I and II will respond to a 
serum, and these constitute, as you 
see in the table, 65 per cent of the 
cases.

"Belshazzar's Feast’ 


RTHUR FEAR, noted English 
[A paritone will be soloist with 

the St. Louis Symphony Cho- 
rus and St. Louis Symphony Or- 
chestra in the presentation of Wil- 
liam Walton’s short choral work, 
“Belshazzar’s Feast,” feature of the 
week’s symphony programs at 'the 
Municipal Auditorium Opera House 
on Friday afternoon and Saturday 
evening. Viadimir Golschmann 
will conduct. 

Offered for the first time in. St. 
Louis, “Belshazzar’s Feast” has al- 
ready proved itself a popular work 
at music festivals elsewhere. It 
was first performed in Leeds, En- 
gland, in October, 1931, has been 
done by the Philadelphia Orches- 
tra, under the direction of Leopold 
Stokowski, several times, and at 
Ann Arbor, Mich., and Cincinnati, 
O. Based on the familiar Biblical 
story of the fall of Babylon, the 
work is intensely dramatic. Only 
one soloist is required. 

Mozart’s sacred choral composi- 
tion, “Ave Verum Corpus,” also will 
be given by the orchestra and chor- 
us for the first time this week-end. 
The motet is fnmom the Liturgy of 
the Roman Catholic Church, and is 
sung in adoration of the Blessed 
Sacrament at the Offertory of the 
Mass and the Forty Hours’ Devo- 
‘tion. Mozart wrote the work, just six 
months before his death, for a 
choirmaster at Baden who hau al- 
ways been kind to the Mozart fam- 
ily. 

Fear, well-known singer in En- 
gland, has been popular in this 
country since he made his first ap- 
pearance in 1934. He will be mak- 
ing his St. Louis debut with the 
Symphony Orchestra. He is'a 
member of the Covent Garden Op- 
era Company, London, where he 
sings leading roles and is the only 
vocalist who has ever appeared in the 
three principal bass-baritone roles 
at Covent Garden and with the 
British National Opera Company, 
namely Hans Sachs in “Die Meister- 
singer von Nurnberg,” “Falstaff,” 
and “Rigoletto.”

Doch der Flieder”—from Wagner's 
“Die Meistersinger.” The arias will 
be sung during the first half of the 
program, when only work by Wag- 
ner will be given. 

Golschmann will present the pre- 
lude to Wagner’s “Parsifal,” and the 
same composer’s introduction to 
Act ITI, Dance of the Apprentices 
and Procession of the Mastersing- 


ers, from “Die Meistersinger.” The* 


“Parsifal” prelude has not been 
played at a local symphony concert 
in nearly 10 years. 

Only two regular pairs of con- 
certs remain on the orchestra's 
schedule after this week’s concerts. 
On March 12-13, Albert Spalding, 
American violinist, will appear as 
the final soloist of the season. He 
will play Bruch’s violin concerto in 
G minor. Golschmann’s program 
will include the overture to Sme 
tana’s comic opera, “The Bartered 
Bride”; Roussel’s “The Spider's 
Banquet,” and Tschaikowsy’s Over- 
ture-Fantasia, “Romeo and Juliet.” 

The seagon’s final concerts will 
take place on March 19-20, and the 
following week Golschmann will 
serve as guest conductor of the 
Cleveland Symphony Orchestra at 
concerts on March 25-27.° He will 
return to St. Louis to rejoin his own

RACE MOORE’S new picture is 

as fortunate a combination of 

music, romancing and general 
nonsense as she has had since “One 
Night of Love.”

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Paintings of Georges de 1a Tour 
~~ and Brothers Le Nain 
3 at Museum. 


An exhibition of the paintings of 
Georges de La Tour and the broth- 
ers LeNain-Antoine, Louis and 
Mathieu—French artists of the sev- 
enteenth century, will open at City 
Art’ Museum in Forest Park tomor- 
row for a three-week period. The 
works, in the opinion of critics, con- 
vincingly ‘represent the transition 
from medieval to.modern thought. 

In the paintings of both La Tour 
and the LeNains, the uses of light 
and color, the turn to interpretative 
subjects rather than~ precise his- 
torical reproduction, show the 
trend away from the old school. 

‘The use of light, particularly in- 
direct light, the sourse of which is 
sometimes not shown in the paint- 
ing, is most marked in the can- 
vasses of La Tour. 
Strange Background. 

The artist himself had a strange 
historical background. Before his 
death in 1652, contemporary rec- 
ords indicated he already had been 
accorded the title of “master” and 
had imitators, some of whom later 
received recognition for work less 
perfect than his own. Shortly aft- 
er his death, he. inexplainably was 
forgotten, his paitings laid aside 
or lost, and no mention of him is 
found until 1863, when a student 
published a pamphiet.on his works. 
Not until 1914 were some. of his 
paintings found and identified, and 
only about 12 authentic canvases 
now are known, 

Seven of them.are in the collec- 
tion on display at the Art Museum, 
the two perhaps most noted being 
“Adoration of the Shepherds” and

Two questions most frequently 
asked relate to personal exemptions 
and earned income credit. 
mentally, the personal exemption is 
$1000 for a single person-or 
for a married person or the head 
of a family, plus $400 for each de- 
pendent, but there are a variety of 
definitions of single person, family 
head and dépendent. 
Reduced to the simplest terms for 
the average taxpayer, the earned in- 
come credit amounts to 10 per cent 
of the amount remaining after 
charitable contributions, taxes paid, 
interest paid and other legal deduc- 
tions are taken from the.income 
actually earned in: salaries and 
fees, Such income is distinguished 
from that received in rents, divi- 
dends and so on. However, if net 
income after deductions exceeds 
earned income, due to the presence 
of unearned income, the 10 per cent 
credit is figured on the earned 
gross income, as it must be on 
whichever basis is the smaller. Pro- 
fessional men, salesmen on commis- 
sion and others able to prove they 
have business expenses not com- 
pensated by their employers may 
deduct such expenses from earned 
gross income, in which case the 10 
per cent credit. is figured on the 
remaining income. 

Gambling Losses, Alimony. 

After these basic questions trou- 
bling taxpayers come the odd ones. 

Gambling losses, whether legal or 
illegal, may be deducted from in- 
come only to the extent of gam- 
bling winnings. Some St. Louis 
bookmakers habitually make deduc- 
tions for losses. The Government 
receives reports on winnings in the 
Irish and Canadian sweepstakes, 
the Cuban lottery and similar gam- 
bles and expects the winners to 
make returns on these as income. 

Alimony received by a woman is 
not taxable, but her former hus- 
band cannot deduct it from his in- 
come and he can claim only the 
$1000 personal exemption, unless he 
marries again or otherwise heads 
a family. 

Dues to unions and professional 
societies are deductible. 

If a corporation is wiped out in 
bankruptcy stockholders may de- 
duct the full extent of their invest- 
ment losses as a bad debt, in the 
year in which the loss occurs. But 
a voluntary liquidation amounts to 
a sale, for which stockholders may 
deduct any direct losses on a per- 
centage basis according to the 
number of years they* owned the 
stock. 

If there is a profit on the sale, 
the taxable gain also varies with 
length of ownership on a similar 
scale. . 
Salesmen’s Traveling Expenses. 
A salaried salesman may not de 
duct traveling expenses unless he 
has a written agreement requiring 
him to pay them out of his wages. 
A salesman on commission may de- 
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mobile may be deducted, if not com- 
pensated by insurance; so may all; 


damage if uninsured. 
Beauty Prizes Taxable. 
A beauty prize or any other form 
of prize award is taxable income. 
So are tips, bonuses and retirement 


rectors’ fees. 

Fees given a clergyman for wed- 
dings, funerals, masses and so on 
are taxed. A; 

Federal jury fees are subject to 
the tax, but not local jury fees. 

Divorcees and married persons 
separated by mutual consent are 
classed as single persons. 

Business expenses, to be deduct- 
ible, must be necessary expendi- 
tures. Cost of current magazines 
and newspapers kept in physicians’ 
and dentists’ waiting rooms may be 
deducted as an expense; the regula- 
tions are silent as to out-of-date 
periodicals. 

Value of stolen articles is an al- 
lowable deduction, if not covered by 
insurance, but the owner must be 
sure it is a case of theft, not loss. 

Rise or fall of stock values on 
the market has no bearing on the 
tax return unless a sale is made. 

Suburbanites may not claim their 
daily transportation costs to town 
as business expense. 

A large number of taxpayers are 
making Federal returns this year

Corporations which . paid 
bonuses may deduct them from in- 
come as a means of reducing or 
avoiding the new corporate surplus 
tax.

ENATORS don't like being called dema- 
S gogues. Most of them learn to expect it, 

hut they never learn to like it. The 
shining exception to this rule is Henry Foun- 
tain Ashurst of Arizona, upon whose tower- 
ing shoulders rests, nominally and substan... 
tially, the heavy burden of jamming Presi- 
dent Roosevelt's Supreme Courtpnenins plan 
through the Senate. 

Far from taking offense at the epithet 
which galls his colleagues so sorely, he seems 
to glory in it. It was Ashurst who, in the 
midst of a hot campaign for xe-election, ut- 
tered the classic apothegm: 

“My adversary is an excellent man, but fa- 
tally deficient in an important particular— 
he has yet to learn that, in politics, there 
are times when it becomes imperative for 
each of us to rise above every question of 
principle in order to achieve our ends.” 


Striking About-Face. 

True to his word, no Senator ever rose 
more swiftly or to dizzier heights than did 
Ashurst when the President’s sourt plan was 
A year and a half earlier, in de- 
fending the Supreme Court’s unanimous de- 
cision invalidating NRA, he had said: 

“Among the unjust eriticisms which have 
been uttered or printed about President 
Roosevelt, was that he intends, at some 
time by some legerdemain, to increase the 
so that 
his policies might be sustained. A more ri- 
diculous, absurd and unjust criticism of a 
President was never made. No person 
whose opinion is respected has favored at- 
tempting such a reckiess foray and folly.” 

Last week, when he arose in the Senate to 
defend the President’s attempt to do that 
very thing, Bailey of North Carolina quoted 
his earlier utterance, and asked if he had 
used that language. Quite unabashed, 
Ashurst replied:

There can he 
no doubt that I have my full share of them. 
I suffer from cacoethes loquendi—a mania, 
or itch, for talking—and from vanity, if you 
please, and from morbidity, and, as is ob- 
vious to everyone who knows me, from an 
nborn, snveterate flair for histrionics. But 
there never has been super-added to these 
faults of mine the withering and embalming 
vice of consistency.” 


Quick-Change Artist.

MADRID, January. 

T is a real charmed forest, especially at 
night. It is a very simple matter to lose 
one’s way at night in Casa del Campo. Of 
course, it is human to lose one’s way. But 
one is not recommended to do it in Casa del 
Campo in the spring of 1937. This forest, 
which formerly was a park where the in- 
habitants of Madrid used to go rambling, is 
now densely inhabited, and by a very mixed 
population. If she took the wrong path, Lit- 
tle Red Riding-Hood might within 50 paces 
meet the Grey Wolf in a German steel hel- 
met, or a magnificent, slightly damp Moroe- 
ean in a bright fez carrying a hand machine- 
gun. 

That is why ‘the section commander ex- 
amines the silhouettes of the trees again and 
again, and again and again makes sure of the 
road at each turning. The rain has washed 
away all the paths. The sign posts are lost 
in the fog, and no one can tell from which 
direction the infrequent shots come. The 
dum-dum bullets of the insurgents are par- 
ticularly deceptive. We seem to Hear them 
cracking from our side. It was just such a 
treacherous oullet which: a few nights ago 
killed outright that brave and lovable young 
Capt.. Arisa, the Asturian teacher, about 
whom I wrote in my description of life in 
the trenches outside Madrid.

Loud Speaker Propaganda. 


Finally, on a hillock amid the trees stands 
a small lorry with a loud speaker, brought 
here in the daytime. An additional motor 
works the amplifier. Little Gabriéla Abad, a 
propagandist from-the War Commbennsiats is 
the first to go to the microphone. She 
shouts into the darkness: 

“Soldiers fighting under the orders of 
Franco, Mola and Cabanelas, hullo! Hullo!” 

Quickly, clearly, and passionately Gabriela 
speaks of the women who are helping their 
husbands to defend Madrid, calls on the ditped 
soldiers to leave their trenches and go over 
to the camp of the legal Republican govern- 
ment, and to return to their families who are 
awaiting them. 

She is followed by the section commander, 
an officer of the old army. He particularly 
emphasizes his loyalty to his country and the 
people, and his confidence in the people's 
victory. 

Gabriela reads the text of the appeal sent 
by Maj. Don Ricardo Belda Lopez, the famous 
“ascist commander and favorite of Franco, 


who was taken prisoner during the storming 


of the height Los Angeles. Belda urges the 
officers and soldiers to give up the struggle 
and surrender to the republic. 


Fascist Deserters. 


‘The listeners sit in trenches 300 yards 
away. The report of a mine-thrower - is 
‘heard twice, but not in our direction—sounds 
are very much scattered here. We listen at- 
t-:tively to the darkness—perhaps somebody 
is coming toward us.

The Superintendent of Insurance is a public 
official and represents the policyholders by 
virtue of his office and the laws defining his 
dutiés. His only authority in that behalf (of 
making refunds of excess premiums) was to get 
for the policyholders their rights under the 
law. Neither he nor the attorneys represent- 
ing him (the attorneys were John T. Barker 
and Glenn C. Weatherby of Kansas City) had 
authority to stipulate away any lawful right 
of the policyholders concerning such refund, 
or to consent to the making of a court order 
that would have that effect. 


It has been said that Gov. Park approved the com- 
promise. On May 22, 1935, Gov. Park denied having 
approved it. Three days jater, pn May 25, O’Malley 
glowingly indorsed his own handiwork as “a fine 
settlement,” and went on to say: 


I am not passing the buck to anybody and 
am willing to assume full responsibility for it.

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WILDLIFE TO THE FORE. 

The Progressive Education Association has con- 
cluded a meaty program of thought and action here.

Another important ¢onference opens heré tomorrow

organize wildlife workers on a continental basis. The 
St. Louis meeting will see that organization complete 
and in operation and so bids fair to be a significant 
event in the history of the conservation movement.

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, A PROMETHEUS UNBOUND? 

The appalling inertia of Russia oppressed two 
Americans. From their car windows they had looked 
upon a land that was as a dead sea. They were 
trained observers, both widely traveled, one a pro- 
fessional scholar, the other awarded the academic 
dvgree by his political associates. Each was capable 
of assessing the evidence, drawing a conclusion, epito- 
mizing a judgment.. Both were steeped in Russian 
literature, in the tragedy brooding forever on the 
pages of Tolstoy, Turgenev, Dostoevsky, Gorky. 

Now they had looked upon the massive stagnation, 
invulnerable to progress, in which evolution was suf- 
focated. Later, in St. Petersburg, they were told, 
officially, that Herculean efforts and enormous ex- 
penditure had not quickened a pulse-beat. 

To the Senator, Henry Cabot Lodge, it was quite 
hopeless. Would three generations be required to 
swing the Russian people into the Western movement? 
Rather more, the Senator thought. His companion, 
Henry Adams, dissented. Beyond the facts, he 
searched into the “infinite relations” of facts and 
beheld a vision, a probability. “Very likely,” he 
mused, “Russia would instantly become the most 
brilliant constellation of human progress through all 
the ordered stages'of good... .” The year was 1901. 

Before Adams, there was another who perceived 
the destiny of the Colossus and dramatized it as only 
the pictorial genius of Walter Savage Landor could.

That party, which demands com- 
plete independence from Britain 
and opposes the British plan for a 
federated government in India, won 
715 of the 1585 seats in the lower 
houses of India’s provinces in the 
recent elections. Only eight places 
remained undecided in the latest 

rns. 

© Ganéh led the Congress party 
until October, 1934, when he retired. 
His attendance at the meeting of 
the working committee, called to 
discuss formation of ministries in 
the provinces where the party 
gained control of the lower houses, 
was considered to be significant. 

Congress candidates gained lower 
house majorities in the central prov- 
inces, the united provinces, Madras, 
Bihar and Orissa, and just missed a 
majority in Bombay by one. 

In the upper house elections, the 
party was defeated in all the prov- 
inces. 

The Congress leaders at the War- 
dha meeting appeared equally di- 
vided on the party’s future course. 
Some held that acceptance of the 
places to which the candidates were 
elected would offer the best chance 
of wrecking the whole new consti- 
tution plan, not yet made effective. 
Others argued that refusal to form 
cabinets in the states won by the 
Congress party would be more likely 
to bring about that result. 

Pandit Jawaharlal Nehru, presi- 
dent of the party, opposed accep- 
tance of the positions. 

Gandhi was believed to favor tak- 
ing the posts, but his attendance 
at the parley, some believed, might 
increase the growing tendency in 
the party to adopt revolutionary 
means to win its points.

Lewis of Illinois. With that lone 
exception, no Senator appears s0 
often in a cutaway coat. Even 
when he shows up in tweeds, it is 
noted that his coat is a foot longer 
than the average, hanging well to- 
ward his knees. His magnificent 
pince-nez is secured by a black silk 
band that would serve as a leash 
for a Great Dane. 

When he gestures, no Senator’s 
nose is safe within a radius of eight 
feet. When he bows, he almost 
bumps his forehead on his desk. 
His favorite posture is with one 
arm outflung, and the fingertips 
of the other hand resting delicately 
over his heart. 

Polysyllabic Eloquence. 

Not for Henry Fountain Ashurst 
is the language of the street. He 
never stoops to a monosyllable when 
a 10-letter word can be pressed into 
service. Speaking in the Senate 
last year, apropos of nothing that 
can be discovered by reading the 
record, he said: 

“In all our jurisprudence there is 
no other principle that has been 
more definitely put into position, or 
more joyously accepted by Ameri- 
cans, than the principle of the 
fourth and fifth amendments, They 
are intimately related, and; not- 
withstanding their apparent non- 
chalance, they sustain and protect 
the very essence of constitutional 
liberty and security... . 

“A gentleman calling upon me 
once asked: ‘Did you ever read Lord 
Coke’s famous maxim in Semayne’s 
case?’ To wit: “The house of every- 
one is to him as his castle and his 
fortress, as well for his own defense 
against injury and violence, as for 
his repose.’ I replied: ‘Sir, I am, in- 
deed, familiar with Coke, but that 
was law 1000 years before Milord 
Coke adorned the bench.’” 

And he concluded: “Sheltered and 
defended by the radiant standards 
of the fourth and fifth amendments, 
American liberty becomes visible 
and vocal], audible and actual.” 

No one could reasonably deny 
that any subject expounded by the 
Senator from Arizona becomes vocal 
and audible. 

Shrewd Psychologist Nevertheless. 

On the other hand, let no one sup- 
pose that he is a mere windbag. 
Behind this ornamental facade, en- 
veloped in this farrago of words 
and gestures, is a quick mind, and 
a keen understanding of mass psy- 
chology. In the 1928 campaign, he 
was quick to pronounce Al Smith’s 
brown derby campaign a “grave 
mistake.” Said he: 

“When I am campaigning, the 
deeper I go into the back country, 
the more careful I am to wear a 
silk hat. The American voter is 
reasonable—he does not insist that 
his elected officials be statesmen, 
but he demands that they look like 
statesmen.” 

A few years ago reporters inter- 
rupted Ashurst in the act of mak- 
ing a notation in a memorandum 
book. He explained that he was 
putting down the name of a con- 
stituent whose death had just been 
reported to him, and added this ex- 
planation: 

“Earlier in my public career, gen- 
tlemen, when my knowledge of pol- 
itics was even less adquate than it 
is today, I had an unfortunate ex- 
perience which taught me a lesson. 
During one of my campaigns for 
re-election, I encountered a very old 
acquaintance, a man who had al- 
ways supported me for office. 
Wringing his hand warmly, I in- 
quired: ‘How are you, my good 
friend, and how is your good wife?’ 
To which he replied: ‘Senator, I'm 
all right, but my wife is still dead, 
as you will recall from that beau- 
tiful letter of condolence you sent 
me after the funeral.’ I have en- 
deavored, gentlemen, to save my- 
self from a repetition of that mis- 
take.” 


Disarming Frankness. 

Such seeming frankness is obvi- 
ously intended to have a disarming 
effect on actual or potential critics, 
and often succeeds in. that purpose.

The Missouri Child Labor Com- 
mittee issued a statement yesterday 
of its reasons for considering the 
proposed amendment to the Federal 
Constitution as the only solution to 
the problem of child labor and for 
considering the Kinney bill, pend- 
ing in the Missouri Legislature, as 

The proposed Missouri regula- 
tion, the committee said, would not 
be effective unless every other state 
had a child labor law also. Other- 
wise, it was said, Missouri enforce- 
ment officials would find it almost 
impossible to determine what prod- 
ucts shipped into Missouri were 
manufactured by child labor. More- 
over, it was pointed out, the Kinney 
bill did not protect children em- 
ployed in the so-called service 
trades, but applied only to employ- 
ment in productive industries. 

Although the Kinney bill would 
give Missouri children better pro- 
tection from exploitation, the state- 
ment continued, the apparent im- 
possibility of uniform action by the 
48 states made it clear tha tthe only 
way to abolish child labor was rati- 
fication of the proposed Federal 
amendment.

Of 38,924 registered voters re- 
ported “not found” at the addresses 
from which they had enrolled in 
September, in a revision canvass by 
precinct clerks Feb. 19 and 20, only 
820 appeared at the Election Board 
ee ee 


This condition reflected a heavy 

of population. Most of the 

“not found” group were in wards 

inhabited by persons in lower eco- 

nomic levels, many of whom move 
frequently. 

Notices were left by the canvas- 
sers and additional notices mailed 
to the addresses of registration last 
Monday for all of the 38,924 “not 
found.” The board was in session 
Wednesday, Thursday and Friday to 
pass on cases of those who offered 
proof of their right to vote, al- 
though listed as unfound, 

The proof was satisfactory in the 
case of 602 persons, but wag not 
accepted from the remaining 218. 
Hence, out of the 38,924 “not found” 
the board scratched 38,3822 from the 
votérs’ rolls, 

In the supplementary registration 
preceding the canvass, which was 
held in preparation for the munici- 
pal primary of March 12 and elec- 
tion of April 6, there were 23,701 
new voters enrolled. 

The general quadrennial registra- 
tion last September, preceding the 
presidential election of November, 
put the record number of 425,671. 
voters on the books. Following the 
recent supplementary enrollment 
and the revision, the registration 
for the municipal election was re- 
duced to 411,050. This is the second 
largest number ever on ‘the St. Louis 
books

In the majority view this in- 
fringed on the rights reserved to the 
states and was in effect the coun- 
tenancing of an act which the Con- 
stitution forbids the states to do, 
that is, to impair the obligations 
of contract. Obviously this had lit-

There were two subsidiary deci- 
sions, however, in which the nine 
Justices joined in holding uncon-

sion provided that the President, 
who had the appointment-of. mem- 
bers, could dismiss them only for 
inefficiency, neglect of duty or 
malfeasance. The dismissal was 
for none of these but so the Presi- 
dent might make his own selection 
and better serve: the purposes of 
his administration, that is, the New 
Deal. 


Besides the cancellation of the 
gold clause in private contracts, the 
Court has upheld three other New 
Deal acts of Congress, each having 
a bearing on the Roosevelt pro- 
gram but not having the fundamen- 
tal importance of NRA. The de- 
cision in favor of the Ashurst-Sum- 
ners Act, first of these, was unani- 
mous, that is all eight justices sit- 
ting voted for it and there was no 
doubt that Justice Stone, absent 
because of illness, would have ap- 
proved it. | 


This act, indorsed. by organized 
labor, prohibited the shipment of 
convict-made goods into states for- 
bidding their sale, and also required 
the factual] branding of such goods 
when shipped in interstate com- 
merce, Its purpose was to limit 
the competition of prison labor 
with free labor. The decision fol- 
lowed the much earlier one up- 
holding the Webb-Kenyon law 
which prohibited liquor ship- 
ment into dry states. The com- 
merce clause application was clear- 
ly recognized. 

In upholding the 50 per cent tax 
on profits in silver trading the 
Court also was unanimous under the 
same circumstances as in the Ash- 
urst-Sumners case. Justice Stone 
again being absent. An act provid- 
ing for the purchase of silver for 
monetary reserves at a price above 
the then market price, imposed. 
the tax and made it retroactive 
for some months preceeding the en- 
actment of the law. The Court 
held it was valid as a special in- 
come tax and not violative of any 
constitutional rights, as the re- 
troactive period was only that in 
which profits might have accrued 
in contemplation of enactment of 
the law. 

TVA a New Deal Victory. 

The New Deal won a victory alsé 
in the TVA case where the court 
by 8 to 1 confirmed the authority 
of the Government to sell and dis 
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For example, Justice Brandeis, now 
80, was one of the three who dis- 
sented to the decision invalidating 
AAA and the Guffey Control Act. 
Two of the younger Justices, Car- 
dozo, 66, and Stone, 64, were fre- 
quently with, Brandeis but not al- 
ways. The youngest member of the 
Court, Justice Roberts, 61, and one 
of the older members, Chief Justice 
Hughes, 74, have sometimes been 
together in a decision invalidating 
a New Deal act and in other cases 
have been together on the other 
side. | 

The other four Justices, Van De- 
vanter, 77; McReynolds, 75; Suther- 
land, 74, and Butler, 70, constituted 
the minority which held the tancel- 
lation of gold clauses in private 
contracts to be unconstitutional; 
but they have joined the others in 
upholding the Ashyrst - Sumners 
Act concerning convict-made goods. 
They also joined in sustaining TVA, 

Persons who confidently «divide 
the Court into “liberals” and “con- 
servatives” have been stumped by 
these variations.

T IS said that Samuel Joseph 
Agnon is the foremost man of 
letters writing in Hebrew today.

This novel, his first work to ap- 
in English translation, justi- 
fies the respect in which his name 
has been held, and gives unmistak- 
able evidence of his stature as 
novelist. Mr. Agnon is obviously 
a man of enormous learning, in the 
spiritual traditions as well as the 
external history of his race. In 
“The Bridal Canopy” his erudi- 
tion and broad human sympathies 
produce extraordinary richness and 
power. ae a 
In its general lines, the story that 
Mr. Agnon tells is scarcely more 
than an anecdote. The protagonist, 
Reb Yudel, is a devout * Jewish 
scholar, well versed in the lore of 
his people, and inordinately fond 
of the simple pleasures of life. His 
three daughters, Gitelle, Blume and 
Pessele, are all between the ages 
of 17 and 20, and are therefore mar- 
riageable; but, because of their pov- 
erty and the absence of a dowry, 
no suitors present themselves. His 
wife upbraids him: “Why, the girls 
have all but wept their eyes away 
and the hair on their head is all 
but turning white, yet there you 
sit like a lump of clay in the form 
of a man, without lifting a finger 
to marry them off.” ‘With the en- 
couragement of his Rabpi, Yudel 
acquires a team of horses, a wagon, 
a driver named Nuti, and a pillow 
which, worn under his clothing, he 
hopes will give him an air of sleek, 
well-fed prosperity. With these

It is out of these 
stories, and stories within stories, 
which are heaped upon the reader 
in good-humored profusion, that the 
spiritual tradition of the Jewish 
people emerges. Their heroism is 
always implicit in the narrative, 
and the reader is moved by their 
constant loyalty to one another, the 
wry cheerfulness with which they 
face the prospect of oppression, 
exile, or death.

Somehow, it seems unnecessary 
to speak of “craftsmanship” in this 
novel. Ctaftsmanship is here, in 
the form of a fully perfected nar- 
native technique, but this (as it 
should be, and rarely is) remains 
always below the surface. As a re- 
sult, “The Bridal Canopy” is not 
memorable for technical virtuosity; 
instead, what will remain in most 
readers’ minds will be Mr. Agnon’s 
naive exuberance, or his intoxicat- 
tion with the meanings of words, 
in which he is comparable with 
Rabelais, or his humanity, which 
is peculiarly his own.

whole is the theme of Rollo Walter 
Brown's latest story here noted. It 
is at least as old as the Upani- 
shads, and yet the psychological 
phenomenon involved, according to 
those who have experienced it, is 
said to seem overwhelmingly new 
wi kach recurrence—as though 
the world had just been seen for 
the first time. 


Giles Dabney, a famous architect 
and city planner, suddenly realizes 
in the course of a morning walk 
that he has lived rather more than 
half the normal life-span. He has 
never been convinced of personal 
survival, but heretofore his uncon- 
sidered attitude has been that of 
youth; he has never thought of 
death as occurring to him within 
a definite time. Now the thought 
of dying within a few brief years 
appalls him. He seeks to learn 
what convictions, if any, others 
may have about survival, but is 
unable to find anyone who is utter- 
ly convinced. The universe seems 
a vast desolation and man’s life no 
more than a brief and meaningless 
pain. He is loved by his family and 
honored by the world, but he is 
bedeviled increasingly with the 
question that perhaps every intelli- 
gent person has asked at one time 
or another: “What’s it all about?” 
Nobody seems to know.

It is the intention of the author 
to suggest in his story something 
of the process by which Giles Dab- 
ney found a regenerating answer. 


His difficulty, the reader is made 
to understand, was that which 
characterizes spiritual adolescence

achieved salvation; those of anoth- 
er and more ancient type would ex- 
plain that the self was lost in illu- 
sion; psychiatrists would employ 
scientific terms in describing his 
trouble. An electrician might say 
that his personality was short-cir- 
cuited, and so produced more heat 
than illumination.

What Dabney apparently achieves 
at last has been described as cos- 
mic consciousness—an overpower- 
ing realization of universal identity, 
the individual life being conceived 
as one manifestation of a single 
cosmic reality. In the author's 
words: “He might project himeelf 
wherever he would and encounter 
only variations of the essence of his 
own life. The staggering desola- 
tion! It was only the rest of him- 
self out there signaling to the part 
of-him that was here.” 

As the result of this realization, 
he experiences “the peace that 
passeth understanding,” “the se- 
rene life as of the gods.” 

Without intending to disparage, 
it may be noted that the story as 
told is hardly to be described as dis- 
tinguished fiction. It is not well in- 
tegrated, lacks dynamic pattern, 
and as the presentation of a psycho- 
logical process is less than convinc- 
ing. But the state of consciousness 
realized by the protagonist is beau- 
tifully presented, and this, the vital 
idea in the book, may be likened 
to a precious stone, it’s living light 
undimmed by any setting.

THE TRUE RABELAISIAN SPIRIT 


THE BOYS IN THE BACK ROOM. By

OMERIC drunkenness is this 
book’s theme. Seven good com- 
panions dre drinking, were 
drinking, have drunk together. One 
of their: number stumbles upon a 
map of France. Out of the map 
stare insolently two circle-inclosed 
dots. The boys conceive them to 
be eyes and are offended by their 
unblinking gaze. On closer exami- 
nation the eyes prove to be the dots 
locating Ambert and Issoire, two 
French provincial towns.  Issoire 
and Ambert! Sodom and Gomor- 
rah! “There shall be weeping and 
gnashing of teeth.” Fearful is the 
vengeance the boys will wreak upon 
the offending towns. Like seven 
heroes before another Thebes they 
plot the downfall of Ambert and Is- 
soire. First a visit to the oracle. 
Truly Delphic is the vaticination of 
their somnambulant seer. The orac- 
ular response, however, being in- 
terpreted, augurs success. 
Finally, concrete plans of action 
emerge. By different paths, afoot, 
on bicycle, by train, the heroes 


come to the determined battle 


ground. It is not possible to sum- 
marize the cataclysm that shakes 
Ambert like Priam’s Troy, to sug- 
gest in scant epitome the sermon 
that transforms her Holy Mass 
into an orgy of Astarte. Presump- 
tuous would be any attempt to pic- 
ture the resurrection of Vercinge- 
torix, a miracle that rocks Issoire 
upon her ancient foundations. 


Serenely pastoral is the final pic- 
nic scene. After their epic labors 
the heroes “wreathe the bowls with 
wine, and no heart lacks ite equal 
share of the feast.” They have spent 
a day of sublime omnipotence, 
Olympian irresponsibility. At last, 
in the evening, their laughter is un- 
quenchable like the laughter of the 
blessed gods. 


This book authentically recap- 
tures an attitude that has almost 
ceased to exist in literature. Most 
modern attempts to body forth the 
Rabelaisian spirit end by being 
merely enervating and nasty. “The 
Boys in the Back Room” is the real 
McCoy. Its horse-play is magnifi- 
cent, its prose vigorous and color- 
ful, its dialogue sophisticated. One 
thinks of Sterne or Petronius.

A higher education for every citi- 
zen, without distinction of ability, 
was not Jefferson's idea, Dr. Foer- 
ster observes. It was an inevitable 
corollary of the leveling “democ- 
racy” that came when Andrew 
Jackson’s followers rioted in the 
White House. “Jeffersonian de- 
mocracy is . . . government by a 
natural aristocracy based on the 
consent of the people.” For the 
education of this natural aristocra- 
cy, already equipped with brains 
and the capacity to benefit from 
education, colleges are needed; 
while, for the mass of citizens, 
mediocre in ability and capacity to 
grow, a more practical training 
must be supplied in vocational 
schools.

Unfortunately, as the author indi- 
cates, the state colleges in the Mid- 
die West were not founded on Jef- 
fersonian principles. They opened 
their doors to the masses, who de- 
mand an education that prepares 
them for jobs. With a belief in the 
vocational purpose of a college went 
the other belief in “scientific” sub- 
jects, from which the value of hu- 
man personality disappeared under 
an avalanche of facts and denials. 

Dr. Foerster gives frank and 
hearty encouragement to return to 
the old ideal of humane learning. 
Even for the sake of democracy, 
he insists, it is wise to train only 
those who are fit to learn, and to 
insist that the purposes of educa- 
tion be personal and not statistical. 
“Wisdom and virtue,” he contends, 
with Newman and Montaigne, are 
the worthy ends of a free man’s 
education; and they can be attained 
only when that education is liberal 
and humane,

IGHT fiction, as a rule, since 
L its primary function is to enter- 
tain, confines itself to what peo- 

ple choose to regard as fundamental 
problems—love, marriage, success— 
and ignores those situations 
which arise from small, niggling as- 
pects of the environment which are 
depressingly mundane and uncon- 
querable. For obvious reasons, few 
novels of this type, dealing with the 
depression, have been successful. 
With “A Roof Over Their Heads,” 
Ethel Hueston, a practiced writer, 
has entered this hitherto unpopular 
field. Although the novel belongs to 
the “Five Little Peppers and How 
They Grew” school of writing, the 
author tells a lively human story 
arising from the conflicts and needs 
of the sons and daughters who re- 
turn to the ancestral roof with their 
husbands, wives, and children. It ig 
the story of the Merediths, once im- 
portant people in a smail com- 
munity, their failing upon evil days, 
and the working out of their prob- 
lems. The humor and sympathy of 
the characterizations make this tale 
more entertaining than one might 
suppose. There is no attempt to 
explain the economic causes for the 
Merediths’ situation; this is a sim- 
ple chronicle of how they were af- 
fected by it.

“Lucifer in Pine Lake” is a story 
of a personality and its effect on 
others.

For the new attack Franco is 
raising a considerable force, though 
at times it costs him a great effort.

» The report shows that when the 
trustees took charge of the estate 
in 1914 its estimated value was $3,- 
781,784. During the administration 
of the trust they collected income 
totaling $4,588,795. All vf the in- 
come was distributed among the 
beneficiaries except $24,407, which 
was held, and trustees’ fees and 
other nses. 

In addition to the income so held, 
the trustees have real estate belong- 
ing to the Brown heirs exceeding 
$1,000,000 in value, ‘and personal 
property amounting to $139,000, con- 
sisting principally.of stocks. The 
accounting discloses there was ‘a net 
decrease of $2,072,851 in the value 
of the estate, due principally to a 
depreciation of the, shoe company 
stock and other securities.

Clothing and boots are worn out in 
the insurgent army, but no new 
| supplies are forthcoming. This can 
be seen in the clothing of the pris- 
oners and deserters; they look like 
real ragamuffins, in torn summer 
clothing, canvas shoes, and without 
the blankets that are used here as 
greatcoats. Very often the repub- 
lican soldiers make a_ collection 
among themselves of tobacco, cakes, 
oranges, socks and scarves for their 
prisoners. The Fascist leaders have 
given their soldiers permission to 
undress the peasants in the vil- 
lages and take their clothes and 
boots. 

Weariness, ¢old, hunger, bad food, 
the failure to take Madrid, and the 
general dragging-out of the war 
have given rise to fairly wide- 
spread demoralization among the 
insurgent soldiers, and an undoubt- 
ed tendency among part of them 
to go over to the side of the repub- 
licans. The fight in the Fascist 
camp between the bourgeois Span- 
ish Phalanx and the religious ku- 
lak fanatics of the Navarre  vil- 
lages, weakens the Fascist front 
still further. But on no account 
must one conclude from this that 
the fighting capacities of Franco's 
army have decreased. 

Forced to Fight. 

A soldier, who was a working- 
man and Socialist, who had been 
taken by the Fascists straight from 
prison to the front and had gone 
over to the republicans three weeks 
later, was asked: 

“And did you shoot at the repub- 
licans?” He looked down. “Yes.” 

“Often?” “Often.” 

“And probably killed some?” 
“Possibly. I couldn’t help shooting. 
The sergeant watched every step 
we made. Whichever way you 
turned, there was the sergeant with 
his revolver in his hand. There 
were not so many of these ser- 
geants, and yet there seemed no 
end to them. And to tell you the 
truth, we were more afraid of them 
than of Franco himself.” 

This is perfectly true. These non- 
commissioned officers and old serv- 
ice men play an important role in 
the insurgent army. They cement 
it. They insure the fighting capac- 
ity of the petty subdivisions, from 
the company down. Whether of 
Spanish or foreign origin, the Fas- 
cist N. C. O. rogue, brute and skin- 
flint domineers over his platoon 
like a jailor. He is hated, but 
feared and obeyed. He forces lag- 
gards into the fray with kicks, 
sticks and revolver shots.

the Gratuitous 
Baby Hoax — So 
Cagily Designed to 
Help Her Through Her 
Kidnaping Trial — That 
Brought the Federal — 


Government Into the Case.

T WAS an ironic turn 
of events which has 
made Mrs. Nellie Tip- 
ton Muench a Fed- 
eral prisoner, con- 
victed of using the 
mails to defraud. Her 
imprisonment resuits 


from a trick which . 


ehe devised primarily 
to help her “beat the rap” in another 
criminal case. The pretense of having 
a baby so that she might win public 
sympathy when she went on trial on a 
charge of participating in the kidnap- 
ing of Dr. Isaac D. Kelley ran her 
afoul of Federal law when she wrote 
letters to her wealthy bachelor friend, 
Dr. Marsh Pitsman, in furtherance of 
her efforts to make him believe he was 
the father of the child and to obtain 
financial aid from him. 

And, as it turned out, Mrs. Muench 
did not get to use the baby at the kid- 
naping trial as she had planned. By 
the time she eame to trial the 
Post-Dispatch had exposed .the pur- 
ported birth as a hoax, and the discon- 
certed defendant elected to appear in 
court without the company of the in- 
fant. Her acquittal made it evident 
that the spectacie of her tenderly hold- 
ing a baby in her arms was not needed 
on that occasion. 

Furthermore, the trickery has 
brought on her a severer penalty than 
the prosecution expected if she had 
been convicted in the kidnaping case. 
Knowing that juries are disposed to be 
lenient toward women, Prosecuting 
Attorney C. Arthur Anderson of 8t. 
Louis County (now Congressman) 
would have been satisfied with any 
penitentiary sentence from two years 
up in the State case, whereas the sen- 
tence imposed for the mail fraud was 
10 years and a $6000 fine. 

The foundation for Mrs. Muench’s 
ill-fated imposture was laid in the 
spring of 1934. In March she was in- 
dicted for the Kelley kidnaping, and 
immediately afterward started an af- 
fair with Dr. Pitsman, who, by the end 
of the year, had furnished at least 
$10,600 to be used in her defense. 

In October, 1934, Angelo Rosegrant 
was convicted at Clayton in the first 
of the Kelley kidnaping trials and was 


sentenced to 20 years in prison. In . 


January, 1935, Felix MeDonald,. the 
second of those accused to be tried,. 
was convicted, and he got 60 years. 
Mrs. Muench was next on the list. Her 
trial was set for February: ‘ 
But Mrs. Meench managed to poat-. 
pone her day in court by hiring 
J. Keating of Kansas City as one 
her attorneys. She already had

Muench, unhappily mindful of what 
had happened to two of the men in- 
dicted with her and grimly seeking a 
way to aid her own cause with a jury 
and to obtain more defense funds, had 
conceived her desperate, fantastic 
hoax. 

Dr. Pitzman believed her. Princi- 
pally a research worker, who had prac- 
ticed little as a physician, and a man 
of quite limited “worldly” experience, 
Dr. Pitsman accepted the word of the 
woman, past 40, who had been married 
20 years, that she was going to have 
her first child. And his check book 
again was opened in her behalf. He 
gave her thousands of dollars more. 


HEN Mrs. Muench’s case was 

called at Clayton in June, 

1935, she was still not ready to 
face a jury; “her” baby would not ar- 
rive until August. Anyway, she didn’t 
want to face a St. Louis County jury. 
A 8t. Louis County jury had given 
Rosegrant a severe jolt, and another 
had practically “thrown the book” at 
McDonald. . 

So her attorneys argued that Mrs. 
Muench could not get a fair trial at 
Clayton and got a change of venue to 
Mexico, Missouri, where the trial was 
set for September 30. 

The baby, a boy, arrived at the 
Meunch home in Westminster . place 
the night of August 17. Mrs. Muench 
spoke of it soulfully as “a gift from 
God.” Her husband, Dr. Ludwig 0. 
Muench, signed a birth certificate at- 


purported birth, and the St. Louis 
County grand jury was soon seeking to 
learn what had become of Anna 


Ware’s baby. This newspaper learned 


that in July the baby. of another un- 
married mother — spoken of as ‘‘the 
Price baby’’—had been taken by Jones 
to the Muench home and then to the 
Jewish Hospital, where it died. It was 
for the same “‘cliente,”’ Jones had said, 
that he obtained the Price baby and 
Anna Ware’s baby. 

To meet ekepticiam as to her moth- 
erhood, Mrs. Muench handed out state- 
ments signed by Dr. Pitsman and Dr. 
Maurice Thompson of Kirkwood, sup- 
porting her claim to have borne a 
child. After publication of these state- 
ments the two doctors admitted they 
had signed them through friendship 


for Mrs. Muench and had not actually 
obtained medical proof of the birth. 
Dr. Pitgman realized now he had been 
deceived and definitely abdicated as 
Mrs. Muench’s  pbehind-the-scenes 
champion. 7 

Health Commissioner Joseph F. 
Bredeck called on Dr, Muench to sub- 
stantiate the birth certificate, and Dr. 


Muench naturally failed to do It. 


Anna Ware, convinced that the baby 
in the Muench home was hers, brought 
a habeas corpus action in the St. Louis 
Court of Appeals to regain possession 
of it. Although, in opposition to her 
suit, counsel for the Muenches denied 


_ that the Daby was Miss Ware's, it was 
stated in a defense motion:

in the custody of Mrs. Muench, but 


her maternity exposed as phony— 
when she went on trial at Mexico on 
the kidnaping charge. 

That was a remarkable trial. It was 
held in a setting where the defendant 
was favored by political conditions and 
by her respectable family connections. 

In this region her family had lived 
years ago; her father, a Baptist 
clergyman, was still remembered and 
her brother, Judge Ernest M. Tipton 
of the State Supreme Court, was well 
known. At Bowling Green, in the

Dr. Muench had been married when 
she was attending Stephens College

Defense objections halted the ques- 
tioning on this point. 

The defense persistently sought to 
place Mrs. Muench in the role of a 
home town girl persecuted by the 
metropolitan prese—sought, in fact, to 
give the case as a whole the aspect of 
a contest between bucolic simplicity, 
represented by the defénse, and slick 
city ways, represented by the prosecu- 
tion. But it did not offer evidence as 
to the character and reputation of the 
defendant, thus preventing this issue 
from being raised. The State, accord- 
ingly, was unable to introduce a mass 
of evidence it had prepared—testi- 
mony of policemen, hotel detectives 
and others concerning various pica- 
resque episodes in Mrs. Muench’s St. 
Louis career. 

The volatile defendant was exuber- 
ant when the verdict of acquittal was 
announced. She kissed Sheriff Hay- 
craft and called him ‘‘a dear.” Later 
she told the Sheriff: . ‘Well, you told 
me jhe truth!” And the Sheriff 
grinned, “Didn't I, though?” Dr. 
Muench told reporters: “She's the 
finest woman in the world.” 

Not long did the Muenches have to 
enjoy their Mexico victory. Soon after 
their return to St. Louis they were un- 


pleasantly: engaged with the habeas . 


corpus hearing. Both refused to tes- 
tify in that case on the ground that to 
do so might incriminate them. The 
Court of Appeals found that the baby 


committed herself as to the baby; she 
said the child taken from her and giv- 
en to Anna Ware was hers. 

Before this court reverse, the 
Muenches and their accomplices in the 
baby hoax had suffered another blow; 
they were indicted by a Federal grand 
jury on the charge of using the mails 


. to defraud Dr. Pitaman. Last Novem- 


ber they went on trial. Dr. Pitzsman 
told of his affair with the red-haired, 
brown-eyed, plumpish Mrs. Muench 
and told of giving her money totaling 


“more than $13,000; Jones and Mrs. 


Berroyer denied having procured the 
Ware baby for Mrs. Muench; Dr. and 
Mrs. Muench did not testify. 

The prosecution, conducted by Dis- 
trict Attorney Harry C. Blanton, 
sought to show, among other things, 
that after the Ware infant had been 
taken from the Muenches, an effort 
was made on their behalf to get an- 
other child from Chicago to be repre 
sented as being the real son of Anna 
Ware; if Mrs. Muench could have re- 
gained possession of the baby taken 
from her by the Court of Appeals that 
would have strengthened the defense 
of Jones and Mrs. Berroyer against the 
charge of perjury and Dr. Muench’s 
defense against the accusation of sign- 
ing a false birth certificate and it 
might have given hope that Dr. Pitz- 
man’s faith in the birth of a baby to 
Mrs. Muench would be renewed.

By GRACE O. WILEY 


q HAVE tamed more 

than 200 specimens 

of 32 different spe- 

cies of the world’s 

deadliest snakes. 

When tame I have 

found them to be 

both gentle and like- 

able. They all 

learned to know me 

as a friend and to trust me. Even the 

king cobra, said by leading authorities 

to be the world’s most dangerous ser- 

pent, has made an exceptionally gentile 
pet. 

My first experience with poisonous 
snakes started when I began as a field 
collector for the museum of a Mid- 
Western university. I was then an 
entomologist and took this up as a 
sort of side line, because that partic 
ular institution needed this material. 
I became tremendously interested in 
reptiles as a result. Later when I be- 
came head of the Museum of Natural 
History, Minneapolis Public Libary, 
we decided that people needed to know 
something about snakes, so they would 
not be so frightened of them. 

Several large diamond-back rattle- 
snakes were obtained from Texas. 
These were as wild as animals could 
possibly be. They became my first 
rattlesnake pets. It was from a pair 
of these snakes that my first litter of 
Captive-bred rattlers was born-—the 
first in the world. Since then, three 
other captive-bred litters have been 
born, one being the second generation 
—the young of captive-bred parents. 
All this was made possible only by 
Kindness and patience. The snakes 
were treated with gentleness and were 
never teased or frightened. 

My technique in taming poisonous 
snakes is very simple. I use a stick 
about three feet long with a pad of 
soft cloth at one end. This is used to 
gently stroke or pat the snake on its 
body and head. It is the same as pat- 
ting an animal with one’s hand, and 
strange as it may seem, a snake soon 
begins to enjoy this attention. \ Many 
of them will hump or arch their backs 
like a cat when stroked. Just as soon 
as these animals understand that one 
has no intention of hurting them, it is 
safe to actually use one’s hand. Iam 
careful not to make any sudden move- 
mente, since such actions will frighten 
almost anything. Giving them good 
care by feeding and keeping them 
clean tho doubt hastens the taming. 
My charges, though kept in cages, are 
not jallbirds, they are friends—wild 
folk that have come to stay awhile 
that we may learn something worth 
while about them, They have every 
right to humane treatment and kind-

ner, while cleaning the cage. 

Big’ Ben, a six-foot dianmiond-back 
rattlesnake, was exceptional, and was 
the most difficult of all the poisonous 
enakes I have tamed. When anyone 
stopped at his cage, he immediately 
assumed a defensive attitude, rattling 
loudly and holding himself in readi- 
ness to strike. This of course is not 
unusual for one of his species when 
first brought into captivity, since the 
Western diamond-back is by far the 
most nervous and excitable snake of 
all the rattlesnakes. They usually set- 
tled down in a short time, became ac- 


customed to their new quarters and 


rattled only on occasions when actual- 
ly disturbed. 

Ben could not be won by the usual 
tactics employed with other rattle- 
snakes. He meant business the mo- 
ment the door of his cage was opened, 
quickly throwing his body into a strik- 
ing coil. Because of his large size, he 
was exceedingly dangerous, since he 
could strike far enough to reach a per- 
son standing at the cage door. Rattle- 
snakes strike with lightning-like 
speed, eo it was necessary to keep out 
of his range. 

Like many of his kind, Ben refused 
food of any kind and it soon be- 
came evident that I would have to 
forcibly feed my big pet to keep him 
from starving. I of course had had 
experience with this sort of thing. 


‘These little beasties often had to be 


coaxed into eating voluntarily by re- 
peated force feedings, which some- 
times extended over a period of sev- 
eral months. However, these were 


snakes that had calmed down and 


made no attempt to strike. 
Big Ben was such a beautiful big 
fellow that I could not bear to let him 
It was believed that the 
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began slowly swallowing the beef. 

Noiselessly, deliberately, so that his 
attention was not attracted, we faded 
out of his sight. This wae actually an 
experience so herve-racking that it 
left me weak and trembling. The 
following week I again fed the snake, 
using the same method as before. 
Naturally, I believed that with re- 
peated feedings, he, like all others I 
had known, would soon become less 
frightened and eventually become a 
nice, gentle pet. But it was not so; 
he remained wild and unapproachable. 
I feared to press my friendship. 


went by and still this remarkable 

snake did not change his attitude. 
At the end of 18 months of captivity 
Big Ben was still a wild and dangerous 
enake. Every feeding was just as ex- 
citing as the first, but I had, on sever- 
al occasions, not hurried to let go of 
his neck, suppofting it for a moment 
with my hand while he swallowed, 
then had slowly taken it-away. I al- 
most despaired of taming’ him. Vis- 
itors felt sure that he was untameable. 
This I could not believe and finally de- 
cided to find out at once. 

I realized that I would have to take 
some chances, but I relied on his in- 
telligence and my caution, and deter 
mined not to take too great a risk at 
any time. Critically I watched his at- 
titude, every expression was carefully 
noted, and. the flicks of the tongue I 
had grown to know so well were ob- 
with the keenest scrutiny.

There was practically no 

danger in force feeding them, 

by my method. I was not 

afraid in the least to attempt 

this duty, though they were 

the first Gaboons I had met. I 

was careful and my trained 

eye very quickly told me that 

they trusted me a little, after 

I petted them awhile with the 

padded stick. It required a 

little less than half an hour to 

get acquainted in my usual 

way and to give them nour- 

ishment. They were so 

hungry and seemed so satis- 

fied that I felt well repaid for 

having thus ministered to 

their needs. They remem- 

bered this first incident and I 

never had any trouble feeding 

either of these snakes. I can- 

not find words to explain how 

understanding and remark- 

able poisonous snakes really 

are, One would actually have 

to witness these unbelievable 
things. 

The king cobra is the larg- 
est poisonous snake in the 
world, attaining a length of 
16 feet with at least one au- 
thentic record of 18 feet. My 
two pets were 12 and-.14 feet 

long and weighed about that many 
pounds. When these magnificent 
snakes arrived they were wild and 
ferocious and extreme care had to be 
taken. They would rear to a height 
of three and one-half feet to four feet, 
spreading the body through this 
length, in characteristic cobra opera- 

tion. Their eyes were wild and glar- 
ing, they hissed, snorted, blew and 
charged toward the offending object.

A glance at the newest edition of 
Jane's Fighting Ships, authoritative 
yearbook of the world navies which 
has been published in London since 
1897, shows that the high tide in nav- 


al construction has set in etrongly. ~ 


The 400-odd warships of 61 countries 
are described and illustrated on the 
568 pages of the annual and there is 
scarcely a section wherein the data 
compiled does not indicate that the 
fleets of the, world are at general quar- 
ters. The United States, Great Britain, 
France, Italy, Germany and Japan are 
all either building or preparing to 
build 35,000-ton battleships that will 
be far more epeedy and powerful than 
any now afloat. Even little Iraq, in 
the annual for the first time, is cred- 
ited with building four 100-foot pa- 
trol vessels “protected by bulletproof 
plating.”’ 

“Capital ships, the bullding of 
which has been a rarity in recent 
years, are now being ordered freely by 
the principal Powers,” the editor says 
in his foreword. “There is little doubt 
that in 1940 the number of new cap- 
ital ships placed in commission will be 
greater than at any time since 1916. 
Everyone of these ships is believed to 
be designed for a speed of 30 knots or

With a speed of 80 knots, the ships

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speediest dreadnaughts that England 
now has. i 

Still more definite and interesting is 
the information about France’s latest 
battleships, the Richelieu, already laid 
down, and the Jean Bart, which soon 
is to be. As far as now is known, 


these vessels willbe the most heavily 


armored in the world. Jane's records 
them as being designed for a speed of 
33 knots despite the amazing fact that 
16,000 tons of their 35,000-ton dis- 
placement will be afmor plate.

Besides watching the North Sea, 
France has been competing with Italy 
in the Mediterranean. Instead of 
armor plate and big guns being the 
principal factors in the race, the 
building of the fastest and hardest 
hitting cruisers and destroyers has 
been the goal. As a result, both nations 
are ahead of all others as far as fast 
squadrons and flotillas of light cruis- 


ers and destroyers are concerned. The 
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French destroyer Le Terrible, 2669 
tons, commissioned last yeas, is cred- 
ited with being the fastest warship 
afloat—except for torpedo-carrying sea 
sleds. It has made 45.25 knots, which 
is a little better than 51 miles an hour. 
Before that, the rakish 1628-ton Ital- 
ian destroyers of the Navigatori class, 
which are equipped for mine laying, 
held the record with a speed of 44 to 
46 knots. 

Mussolini's navy, however, possesses 
the fastest cruisers. The four in the 
Condottieri class have such thin plat- 
ing and so powerful engines that they 
can do 40 knots despite their 6069 


tons displacement. They carry eight - 


six-inch guns. 
The intensity of the rivairy is made 
plain in footnotes such as the one 
under the Condottieri class which as- 
serts these hornets of the seas were 
built “as a reply to the French de- 
stroyers of the Lion type, over which 
they have every advantage.’ It also 
says they represent an ‘‘extraordinar- 
ily efficient and novel type of cruiser 
which is capable of overtaking the 
fastest destroyer.” With more and 
heavier guns than the French destroy- 


ers, the Condottieri cruisers would 


make quick work.of them. However, 
the editor should have revised his 
footnote this year as France now has 
20-odd destroyers built after the Con- 
dottieris that could produce a few 
more knots than the heavier ships un- 
less the pursuit took place in rough 
seas. Incidentally, many of the French 
and Italian destroyers are larger than 
some of the British cruisers. 
According to Jane’s statistics and 
notes on the submarine, the “assassin 
of the deep” is taking a more and 
more important position as the naval 
race goes on. Apparently, all nations 
interested in maintaining navies be- 
lieve profoundly in its future not only 
as & coast defense, but as a means of 


making the ocean highways unsafe for 


surface warships and merchant ships. 
The largest submarine in the world 


is France’s famous 2880-ton Surcouf 


which ie armed with two eight-inch 
guns that make her more than @ match 


for many of the 
light cruisers. The 
Surcouf also carries 
14 21-inch torpede 
tubes adapted for 
saivo firing. Lack- 
ing only six feet of 
being 400 feet in 
length and having « 
30-foot beam, she 
has room for «4 
crew of 130 and 
supplies that give 
her a 10,0000-mile 
radius of action. 
Germany, during 
the World War, had 
only one submarine 
of more than 800 
tons displacement. 
In a footnote, 
Jane’s comments 
that the Surcouf is 
an experimental 
type not likely to be 
repeated. The big 
submarine, it is be 
Heved, is too un- 
wieldy, takes too long to dive, and has 
few advantages over smaller ones. 
Along this line; Germany has 
startled experts with a single-motored 
submarine which functions with hy- 
drogen and oxygen as under water 
fuel. Undersea craft of all other 
navies have Diesel motors for surface 
and 6lectric for under water. Diesels 
exhaust the air when used for cruising 
submerged, thus making electric pro- 
pulsion necessary. This duplex system 
takes up a great amount of room be 
cause of the size and weight of the 
electric batteries. Also, the batteries 
are a source of danger since they de- 
velop chlorine gas if sea water comes 
in contact with them. - 


NDER the new system, the ra- 

dius of action will be increased 

and higher surface and sub- 
merged speed will be possible without 
additional weight. Germany, restricted 
until recently by the Versailles treaty, 
has only 86 submarines thus far. It 
is not known how many of them have 
the new single-motor system. 

The United States, with 103 sub 
marines, leads the world. France and 
Italy are second with 93 each, but 
France is said to have a better Ce 
veloped service. Japan, with 67, some 
of which could reach the Pacific Coast 
of the United States and return with- 
out refueling, is third. Great Britain, 
which has been hoping and working 
for abolition of the submarine, has 
only 66.

VERYTIME my 
wife hears someone 
say of movie stunts, 
“They're done with 
mirrors,’ she gots 
sore. But I don’t. 
I guess it is pretty 
hard to believe there is someone 
fool enough to blow up an air- 
plane in mid-air or crash it on its 
nose or dive through a plate glass 
window or paddle a canoe over a 
70-foot waterfall for the few 
bucks it takes to pay the hospital 
bill that results. 

I’d just as soon they went on 
thinking it’s done with mirrors be- 

* cause that means they think I’m 
smart enough to take the buck 
and pass it, too. But my: wife 
looks at it differently. She was 
sitting on the ground looking up 
when I etarted to explode the air- 
plane in mid-air and she saw the 
plane burst apart with a roar that 
shook the air and saw me leave 
the cockpit like I was in a hurry 
—like I was taking leave of the 
business end of a kicking mule’s 
foot. 

“Are you alive?’’ she asked me 
when I reached earth. ‘I haven't 
had time to find out yet,"’ I told 
her. 

So she feels pretty strong about 
movie etunts and the next time 
you say, in the middle of a climax 
scene of a movie, “Aw nutes, it’s 
done with mirrors or something,”’ 
and a little lady comes along and 
pushes your face through the back 
of your head, you'll know that’s 
no little lady, that’s my wife. 

There is one sure thing about 
pulling any stunt and that is, you 
never can tell. The owner of 
“Stunts, Incorporated” came up 
to me one day and said, ‘“There’s 
$1500 in it for you, if you blow 
up a plane so’s we can take a pic- 
ture of it. Not burn it,”’ he said, 
“blow it up. Make it go boom 
with a bang.” 

“Man, you’re a darling,’’ I said 
and sat down to figure out a way 
to do it. 

Some of the boys had tried be- 
fore to blow up planes with a fuse 
to the gas tank, but it was more 
blow out than blow up. The fire 
took too long to work itself up 
into an explosion and by the time 
the explosion came the plane was 
too far off for it to mean anything 
to the cameras. 

Well, I thought I'd be smart. 
I'd put black powder and gun cot- 
ton in the gas tank in front of the 

forward cockpit and when the 
fuse reached her.she’d go wham! 
All over the whole Blamed Weat- 
ern hemisphere. I had a vent 
punched into the top of the gas 
tank to make it split wide open at 
the first impulse and hung «a 
smoke pot in the motor to give a 
nice and fancy effect. 

I tested fuses till I had every- 
body sore at me, but I had to have

fiipflop. You used to get about 
$600 for this, but the money was 
hardly earned. The epectator got 
his package of thrill out of it, but 
he became a lot more excited than 
the stunt man. Naturally, too, 
because he saw more. 

What he saw was a plane— 
probably shot down in a dog fight 
—oome smashing down to earth, 
land with a body-shaking crash, 
bounce high into the air; flop over 
and come shattering down a sec- 
ond time flat on its back. What 
made it plenty exciting was the 
motor. The motor always ripped 
loose from its mount and went 
bounding down the landscape, 
flopping like a fish out of water, 
and ripping divote that would 
make cannon fire look like a Sun- 
day golfer operating through an 
afternoon’s pleasure. 

But, as long as the stunt man 
did it with a biplane he was pret- 
ty safe. The upper wing spread 
and tail had surface enough to 
support the plane when it came 
pancaking down in the final half 
of the flipfiop. 80 all he had to 
do was come in for a landing at a 
little better than safe speed—say 
60 miles and hour—jam on the 
brakes. the instant the wheels 
touched earth and the rest would 
take care of itself. All he would 
know ie that half a minute later 
he was hanging head down from 
the cockpit held nice and cozy by 
his safety belt. That motor was a 
worry, however. There wasn’t 
much chance that it would come 
prancing into the cockpit and take 
care of you pronto, but whatever 
slim chance there was worried you 
—-and you charged $200 extra for 
the worry. 

Next in line comes the whole se- 
ries of crashes that only Dick 
Grace—that crashing fool—will 
do. Maybe you never saw Dick 
Grace’s face in the movies, but if 


you ever saw a plane go smacking - 


deep into the earth and emerge on 
the bounce to go bounding and 
sundering all over the landscape 
—well that was Dick giving vent 
to his art. He’s got a stranglehold 
on his job. No one else wants it. 

Dick once told me the secret of 
his success—a ‘‘crash-proof” cock- 
pit. I don’t know quite what it 
was proof against. Dick has brok- 


en his neck, his arms, his legs and |;

SK 
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his ‘“‘crash-proof cockpit” through 
the side and has a 60-50 chance 
of fiying free of all the singing, 
stinging red hot pieces of metal 
that go flying about deadly as 
bullets every time a plane crashes. 

He gets $1500 a crack-up, but 
I’ve always thought it was a los- 
ing game. You have to pay your 
own hospital bills when you take 
a movie job and I'll bet that when 
Dick started to add up he found 


out he owed himself money after 


some of those crashes. But, like 
most stunt men, he gets a kick out 
of his work and I don’t think he’d 
want to do anything else. He's a 
grand pilot and never has had ‘any 
amateur crack-ups. . When that 
boy crashes, it’s in the interests 
of-his art as a stunt man. 

The most dangerous of all the 
crashes you see in the movies is 
the tail spin. That’s death on 
wheels for anyone who tries it—or 
practically anyone. I know one— 
and I think he is unique on earth 
——who lived through a. tail spin.

You can do them 
with only one parachute and thai 
means plenty of rise in the old 
blood pressure when you’re letting 
loose your bag in the midst of a 
hurtling tangle of sparks and hot 
metal and burning wood. The 
‘chute has to be dry to have re- 


siliency and if it catches fire, itis @ 


likely to go up in a single puff of 
smoke and that leaves you right 
in the middle of the air with noth- 
ing to hang on to except a cloud. 
The reason you can take only 
the one parachute is that you have 
to stick to your plane until the 
very last second to make sure it 
keeps in camera range and that 
means when- you do leave the 
cockpit it’s always.in a mean kind 
of hurry. Two ‘chutes would 
Make you too bulky. You'd have 
to squeeze loose from the cockpit 
and—in movie work—that split 
second is likely to mean the differ 
ence between life and death. 
One ‘chute makes bailing out 
of a tail spin just twice as danger- 
ous because what with flopping 
around, you never know what 
you’re going. to catch on. Ben 
Grew, one of the best test pilots 
that ever was, found that out in 
the last minute of his life. He 
spent it trying to bail out. His 
rip cord fouled on the side of the
